DurinG the recent decennial celebration of 
the former and present members of the nursing 
and professional staff of the Peter Bent Brig- 
ham Hospital, we presented (May 24, 1923) a 
case of mitral stenosis upon which we had op- 
erated four days previously in an attempt to 
alleviate the condition by diminishing the de- 
gree of stenosis of the valve. 

it so happened that Professor Wenckebach of 
Vienna was visiting our clinie just at this time. 
The great enthusiasm and approval of the meth- 
od of attack of the problem that he manifested, 
and the considerable discussion and general in- 


| Ever since Sir Lauder Brunton? in 1902 sug- 
gested the possibility of the surgical treatment 


. of valvular disease of the heart, investigators 


‘have studied the experimental creation of 
valvular lesions. Papers by McCallum,* Cush- 
ing and Branch,* Bernheim,’ Schepelmann,® 
and Carrel and Tuffier? from 1906 to 1914 de- 
scribe fully the experimental methods in use. 
All of these methods were only successful in 
creating defective valves resulting in regurgi- 
tation. The most suecessful methods consisted 
in inserting a knife-hook (valvulotome) into the 
apex or down the aorta and cutting or tearing 
out valve eusps. Carrel and Tuffier added a 
new method of creating an insufficiency by the 
use of an endothelial transplant over the region 
of valves, the ring at the base of the valve then 
being cut, thus permitting a bulging at that 
point. In 1922 Allen and Graham* reported in- 
vestigations of a similar nature with the addi- 
tion that they used a ecardioscope in which a 
small knife was carried, and by inserting the 
instrument via the left auricular appendage 
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Later the cough became troublesome and they 
there was a severe cough with bloody expectora. 
tion. From November, 1922, to May, 1923, she 
was in bed at the Good Samaritan Hospital un. 
der the care of Dr. Maurice Fremont-Smith, 
with whom we had the opportunity of seeing 
her. 

During the past six months repeated attempts 
were made to get the patient out of bed, but 
each time the pulse would become rapid—120 to 
140—and the dyspnea would increase. During 
this time there were frequent pulmonary hemor. 
rhages. She would raise from 20 to 300 ae, 
of pure bright blood at a time and would seem 
lesperately sick, so that for a while she was on 
the danger list. 

On May 15, when we saw her, the patient pre- 
sented the following pieture: She was sitting 
up comfortably in bed, but could not lie flat, 
There was slight cyanosis of the lips and no 
clubbing of the fingers. 
tion was not remarkable except for the chest. 
The pulse was small, regular, and slightly rapid, 
The precordial region bulged forward consid. 
erably. At the apex a distinct diastolic thrill 
could be felt in the fourth and fifth spaces. The 
apex impulse was diffuse and could be felt a 
finger’s breadth outside the nipple line. There 
was definite enlargement of the heart, measur- 
ing 4.5 em. to the right and 8.5 em. to the left 
of the midsternal line. In the pulmonary area 
a shock eould be felt synchronous with the clo- 
sure of the pulmonary valve. On auscultation 
the heart was found to be regular—126 to the 
minute. There was a moderate systolic murmur 
at the apex and a louder rumbling diastolic 
murmur, filling the entire diastole and ending 
with a presystolic accentuation and a somewhat 
snapping first heart sound. Along the left ster- 
nal border and at the base a diastolic murmur 
was heard, but this was considered the same one 
as the apical murmur. The pulmonary sound 
was markedly accentuated. There were no signs 
of adherent pericardium. The cervical veins 
were not distended and the liver was neither 
tender nor palpable. There was no edema of 
the legs. The lungs showed a fair number of 
moist rales-at both bases, but otherwise were 
not remarkable. The blood pressure was sys- 
tolie 98 and diastolie 64. 

The laboratory findings were as follows: the 
urine was slightly cloudy, acid, specifie gravity 
1020, no albumen, and no sugar. The sediment 
was negative. The hemoglobin was 85 per cent., 


they were able to cut the mitral valve under 
direct vision. 

For over two years we have sought to clear 
up by experimentation some of the points still 
left unanswered by all this work. The chief 
difficulty has always been to create a stenosis. 
Obviously until this can be produced further 
animal investigation will not tell us what benefits 
accrue when such a lesion is converted into an 
insufficiency. Temporary, but purely tem- 
porary, stenoses can be made by placing a 
thread in the ring about the base of the valves 
and tying it snugly. We attempted to improve 
on this by various methods of partial ventricu- 
lectomy, by plicating, and by plastic operations 
at the region of the valves. None of these meth- 
ods proved successful in our hands. The ex- 
perience gained, however, proved of great value, 
chiefly educating us in the ability of the heart 
muscle to stand trauma, in the methods of re- 
storing an injured heart to renewed function, 
and in our ability to locate and ‘‘feel’’ valves | 
in a writhing, pulsating organ. 

We had reached a point where it appeared to 
us that further knowledge could only be gained 
by an attempt in an actual case, and much as 
we feared the difficulties, our experimental 
work gave us the courage to carry out what 
must appear as a hazardous trial. Our experi- 
mental work with the cardioscope left us with 
the impression that the greater intricacy of the 
operation and the greater amount of time con- 
sumed with this method was such that it seemed 
wiser to use the simpler and more speedy route | 
through the ventricular wall with the valvulo- 
tome in the first human ease. 

The opportunity arrived through the interest | 
and vision of Dr. Maurice Fremont-Smith, who | 
asked us to see in consultation with him a child | 
in the Gocd Samaritan Hospital. The history is 
as follows: 

The patient is a girl 12 years old, whose chief 
complaints are dyspnea and bloody sputum. 
The family history is unimportant except that 
the father has cirrhosis of the liver. The pa- 
tient had measles, mumps, chicken-pox, and | 
whooping cough as a child, and until the age of | 
six had frequent colds and sore throat, after 
which her tonsils and adenoids were removed. 
Also as a child she had growing pains with | 
fever, although the mother states that she never 
had rheumatie fever or chorea. 

Since having influenza in 1918 there has been , 
a slight cough at intervals and some dyspnea or 
exertion for two years. After dancing at a 
festival in June, 1921, she became very dysp- | 
neic. For several months after that she was in | 
and out of bed, but the dyspnea continued. | 
During the following winter she went to school | 
part of the time. She was in various hospitais 
for a few weeks at a time but would always de- 
velop marked dyspnea on slight effort. Severe | 
pain in the upper back developed during Sep- | 
tember, 1922, and the dyspnea became worse. | 
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| the erythrocyte count was 4,160,000, and the 


white count was 8200. The stained smear was 
normal except for a slight achromia. Stool ex- 
amination was negative. 

A seven-foot x-ray plate of the heart showed 


|< prominent left auricle and a somewhat en- 
larged heart. 


The lung findings suggested con- 
gestion. The vital capacity of the lungs was 
1100 ¢.c. (52 per cent. of normal according to 
the surface area standards). The electrocar- 
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diograms showed evidence of right ventricular 
preponderance and exaggerated auricular waves. 
The ventricular complexes were otherwise nor- 
mal. 

In general, the picture presented was one of 
mitral stenosis in a child who had no cardiac 
reserve, She could be fairly comfortable in bed 
except for the repeated attacks of severe hemo- 
ptysis. It proved to be impossible to get her 
out of bed. Our studies indicated that the 
heart muscle was still in fair condition and 
that the stenosis was sufficient to be an important 
factor from a purely mechanical point of view. 

Operation May 20, 1923. Morphine .008 
gm. and atropin .00045 gm. were given sub- 


eutancously at 7 A.M. At 8 A.M. the patient was 


brought to the operating room and another con- 
trol roentgenogram taken in the cardiac bed.* 
At 8.25 a.m, ether was begun by the open mask 
method and the first stage of anesthesia quickly 
passed through. The child was then placed on 
the operating table in a semi-upright position, 
a catheter passed into the nasopharynx through 
the nose, and anesthesia continued from this 
time on without any difficulties by using the 
Connell machine. The electrocardiograph leads 
and blood pressure apparatus were connected 
up and the anterior thorax and upper abdomen 
prepared with aleohol and bichlorid. After a 
preliminary incision line had been scratched on 
the skin, towels, frame-cover, and sterile sheets 
were arranged. 

At 8.45 a.m. the operation was commenced, 
the exposure elected being the elaboration of 
Milton’s median sternotomy known as_ the 
Duval-Barasty median thoraco-abdominal-peri- 
eardiotomy.® A median incision was made over 
the sternum from opposite the first interspace 
to within two inches of the umbilicus. The en- 
siform was freed of muscular attachments 
(recti and diaphragm) and removed. Fingers 
of the right hand were then passed beneath the 
sternum and the pericardium and pleurae dis- 
sected away from it. The sternum was then split 
in the mid-line up to a point opposite the second 
intercostal space, where the gladiolus was cut 
across. Using slow and gentle retraction, the 
thorax was then opened outwards, the pleurae 
being swept back from the chest wall as _ it 
opened outwards by wet gauze dissection. The 
two halves of the sternum were held open by a 
Tuffier rib spreader and a perfect exposure of 
the pericardium obtained. The pericardium 
was then split up its anterior surface almost to 
the very base of the heart, taking care to avoid 
the pleurae, which nearly meet in this area. 
Next, the posterior pericardium and diaphragm 
were divided together towards the suspensory 
ligament, thus permitting the bottom of the

wound to open widely and exposing the entire 


heart to view and manipulation. 

The pulse, which was 180 during the early 
stages of anesthesia, had dropped to 120, and 
the pressure had dropped from 110/50 to a sys- 
tolic of 50. At times it was difficult to get any 
blood pressure reading whatever, and during 
such times the pulse was practically impercept- 
ible. Realizing that heart muscle will stand se- 
vere trauma better if gradually initiated to its 
task, the heart was several-times rolled out of 
its pesition with the left hand, allowing us to 
see more perfectly the left ventricle, which was 
almost completely hidden by the dilated right 
ventricle and huge auricles, At this point about 
14 «ce. of 1 to 1000 adrenalin solution was al- 
lowed to drip over the heart, followed by some 
hot salt solution. At once the heart responded 
by vigorous and full contractions. This moment 
was seized as our most propitious one, and roll- 
ing the heart out and to the right by the left 
hand, the valvulotome, an instrument somewhat 
similar to a tenotome or a slightly curved tonsil 
knife, and the one with which we were most fa- 
miliar in our experimental work, was taken in 
the right hand and plunged into the left ven- 
tricle at a point about one inch from the apex 
and away from the branches of the descended 
coronary artery, where two mattress sutures had 
already been placed. The knife was pushed up- 
wards about 21% inches, until it encountered 
what seemed to us must be the mitral orifice. 
It was then turned mesially, and a cut made in 
what we thought was the aortic leaflet, the re- 
sistance encountered being very considerable. 
The knife was quickly turned and a cut made 
in the opposite side of the opening. The knife 
was then withdrawn and the mattress sutures 
already in place were tied over the point at 
which the knife had been inserted. There was 
absolutely no bleeding. Hot saline was dripped 
onto the heart, whose action continued good. 
A sterile stethoscope placed on the heart yielded 
such a confusion of sounds that no reliance 
could be placed on the information obtained. 
We would have liked to repeat our manipula- 
tion, but felt the risk too great. 

The closure was simple. The posterior peri- 
cardium and diaphragm were closed by a con- 
tinuous suture of silk, next the small opening 
in the abdomen in a similar fashion, and the 
anterior pericardium likewise. No opening had 
been made in the pleurae and there had been no 
respiratory disturbance throughout the proced- 
ure. The divided sternum was allowed to come 
together, and after being held tightly by an 
encircling silver wire suture, the periosteum on 
either side of the divided bone, both at the hori- 
zontal and vertical divisions, was approximated 
by multiple interrupted sutures of fine silk. 
Fine silk sutures were used to close the sub- 
cutaneous tissue and skin. A simple gauze 


dressing with fairly tight towel swathe was then 
applied.

The operation was over by 10 a.m. At this 
time the pulse was 140, respiration 40, and blood 
pressure, 80 systolic, 40 diastolic. The general 
condition seemed good. Immediate x-ray stud- 
ies were made and the patient placed in bed. 

The patient became conscious in less than an 
hour, and at once began to complain of severe 
sternal pain with respiration. It was necessary 
to control this by the liberal use of morphin for 
48 hours. The pulse ranged around 130, the 
respirations around 25 for the first 24 hours, and 
the systolic pressure remained close to 90 most 
of the time. The day following operation the 
temperature rose to 101, the pulse to 140, and 
respirations to 45, and the patient showed all 
the signs of a postoperative pulmonary com- 
plication of the right upper lobe of a type re- 
peatedly described by one of us.’° In view of 
the severity of this complication, the outlook 
at this stage looked very dubious, but the child 
responded well to digitalis and oxygen therapy, 
and was greatly helped and comforted by her 
faith in and affection for her nurses, on whom 
the chief burden fell. Towards the end of her 
third postoperative day, the temperature and 
puse and respiratory rates fell, the signs in the 
right apex rapidly cleared except for some 
sticky rales, and after a comfortable night the 
patient seemed in as good general condition as 
before operation.

Indeed, we felt so sanguine of her ultimate 
recovery that she was brought down to the large 
amphitheater and presented before the reunion 
group of doctors and nurses the fourth day af- 
‘er operation (May 24, 1923). From this time 
on her recovery was rapid, as it is in most chil- 
dren onee the period of convalescence becomes 
well established. Iler appetite, spirits, strength, 
and general condition responded marvelously. 
Seven days after operation the sutures and all 
dressings were removed. The wound was per- 
fectly healed, but there remained an extraordi- 
nary bulging of the precordia and the region 
underlying the sternum. (See photographs be- 
fore and after operation.) 

Accurate observations on the heart sounds 
were not possible during the first four or five 
days because of the dressings, and because the 
critical condition of the patient did not seem to 
justify any prolonged examination. Later on, 
however, careful study of the heart findings was 
made. The diastolic thrill and diastolic mur- 
mur were distinctly diminished in intensity at 
the apex, and the apical systolic murmur was 
inereased. A pericardial to and fro friction 
developed, which was best heard at the third 
right interspace near the sternum. This has 
eradually grown fainter. It is not at all un- 
likely that a pericardial effusion was also pres- 
ent. It did not seem wise to tap the pericar-

dium for diagnosis as the patient was doing so 
well. The diminution of the diastolic murmur 
and thrill might be accounted for by the peri- 
cardial effusion, but then the increased inten- 


sity of the systolic murmur would have to be due | 


to greater insufficiency of the mitral valve re- 
sulting from the operation. 

At this stage of our observations we cannot 
with accuracy define just what has occurred nor 
what benefits may have accrued, if any. It is 
true that we do not feel very sanguine about the 
latter, although, should any improvement occur 
in the patient’s vital capacity, that might be 
taken as a definite indication that some allevia- 
tion of the stenosis had resulted. The experi- 
ence with this case, however, is of importance 
in that it does show that surgical intervention 
in eases of mitral stenosis bears no special risk, 
and should give us further courage and support 
in our desire to attempt to alleviate a chronic 
condition, for which there is now not only no 
treatment, but one which carries a terrible prog- 
nosis. Unquestionably further attempts will be 
made, and our own experience in this instance 
has shown us technical improvements that should 
render a subsequent attempt both less hazardous 
as well as more hopeful for success.

WHuEN I began to think about the subject on

In true labor the cervix always shows 
some change—it shortens, it dilates, it softens, 
one or the other or all—but in false labor no 
change takes place. Unless the condition of this 
‘ervix is recognized, we immediately start the 
patient on the wrong trail. We lose our per-

The pa- 
tient is then subjected to the insertion of a 
hydrostatic bag or, what has happened, a Caesa- 
rean is done or is suggested. The only thing, 
however, that is indicated is that we give that 
patient a good, lasting sleep, and that is best 
obtained by a sufficiently large dose of morphia

It is with our present knowledge unattainable, 
but I am sure we can in many instances im- 
prove the work we do. You may decide that 
what I have to say to you is much too eonserv- 
ative, and yet some of the procedures I advocate 
may sound most radical. 


with, two lives to safeguard, and that unless 
both are discharged from my eare in good con- 
dition I have not done the best obstetries that is 
expected of me. 

It is obvious that all the various questions 
that my subject brings to mind cannot be spoken 
of tonight. Such a talk would sound like a 
series of chapters from some recent textbook. 
I mean to go over with you some of the bigger 
questions in obstetrics that have troubled and 
still do trouble me and the men I work with, 
both in consultation and friendly professional 
rivalry. I take it that the troubles you have are 
much the same that we have in Boston, but I 
am not going to accuse you, as a New York man 
did us in Boston, of not letting a woman go into 
labor six hours without being delivered. What- 
ever I say to you is entirely impersonal, and if 

ou do not agree with me, later I shall be de- 
lighted to argue the points raised with you. 

It would seem that the average present-day 
physician ought to be able to tell whether or 
not a patient has started in labor, and yet I 
have seen case after case where there were defi- 
nite and regular contractions, not infrequently 
with some blood-stained mucus being present, 
that showed no alteration of the cervix and for 
some hours made me wonder whether true labor 
was really starting or not. Such cases make 
one ask, ‘‘Have we any definite way to deter- 
mine whether a woman is in labor or not?’’ I

The management of this first stage of labor 
has for some time interested me, for I feel that 
not a few of our later complications are chiefly 
consequent to a badly managed first stage. The 
first stage, especiaily in a primipara, is not in- 
frequently the hardest to bear. It takes it out 
of many women to a surprising degree, and 
therefore I never hesitate to use morphia and 
chloral or scopolamine to take them over this 
trying stage. With an average-sized woman in 
good first-stage labor, yet making but little prog- 
ress, I never hesitate to give a sixth of morphia, 
frequently a quarter, combined with ten grains 
of chloral hydrate by rectum. I use this com- 
bination more frequently than I resort to scopo- 
lamine, but this drug, especially in the highly 
apprehensive neurotic girl, is of great help. I 
would not have you think for a moment from 
this that I attempt to induce ‘‘twilight sleep,’’ 
for | do not. This combination of chloral and 
morphia never stops true labor, and it is sur- 
prising to find how quickly, many times, a cervix 
which has been dilating slowly will come to full 
dilatation. One word of caution: I do not give 
this combination when | think delivery ean be 
accomplished within four to six hours, and I 
seldom repeat the morphia—only when it is 
evident the first stage is going to be much drawn 
out. I do not hesitate to repeat the chloral. 
Usually if it is repeated I do it in about an hour 
or two after the first dose. 

The rest these patients obtain, sleeping 
soundly between pains, waking up with a few 
groans during the pains, brings them in a much 
better condition for the second stage than if 
they were left with no help. 

In the past year it has been my misfor- 
tune to meet several cases, usually primiparae, 
who would dilate say one or two inches, and all 
further progress in dilatation cease, even in the 
presence of fair to good labor. In some the 
membranes were ruptured, in others they were 
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intact. What are we to do in such cases? I am 
certain they cannot be left alone indefinitely, 
for to me the most essential criterion on the suc- 
cessful issue of a case is the steady, though it 
be slow, dilatation of the os. 

I believe one of two procedures is justifiable. 
If the os is definitely rigid, unyielding, I put 
in under gas and oxygen anesthesia a bag of the 
Voorhees type. I say of the Voorhees type—it 
is larger than Voorhees’ largest size, about one- 
half inch larger at the base, and the reason I 


changed to this larger size is that full dilatation | 


is not obtained by his largest. bag. Whether I 
attach a weight to the bag or not depends upon 
the necessity for rapid dilatation. The criticism 
of the use of the bag is that it may displace the 
presenting part and cause disagreeable com- 
plications, but I answer this by saying that it 
never should be inserted by one who is not able 
to meet successfully these complications that 


"may very occasionally arise. 


If the cervix is not rigid, then under gas and 
oxygen I dilate the cervix slowly, say to three 
or more inches, and allow the patient to go on in 
labor. I do not ever dilate a cervix of this type 
completely and then deliver. I know it is done, 
not infrequently ; I have seen it done again and 
again; I have been guilty myself in years gone 


by of doing it, but now I know better. I have | 


seen too many eases develop severe shock fol- 
lowing it, and I know the soft parts suffer se- 
verely. 

In this long-drawn-out, often hard, first stage, 
the question of relieving the patient’s pain is 
important, and I know of no better analgesic 
to use than gas and oxygen. It is true the ex- 
pense of its use must many times be considered, 
but I believe it to be well worth the added 
charge that is made. By means of it we can 
earry the patient along to complete dilatation 
with much less fatigue than if we get along 
without it. With its aid we are much less likely 
to err in early operating with its consequent 
severe laceration. 

To bring a patient through a difficult first 
stage in good condition for a second stage tries 
the conservatism of any of us, and when the 
patient happens to have a border-line pelvis, 
we more than once wonder if our conservatism 
is going to be justified. Is it not better obstet- 
ries to carry a long trying first stage through 
suceessfully than it is to throw up our hands and 
say a Caesarean section is indicated? Is the art 
and practice of obstetrics so far forgotten that 
we must cut first and think afterwards? 

One other point in the management of the 
beginning of labor, or the question of labor: 
A patient ruptures her membranes before any 
pains are evident. What shall be our stand? 
Shall we wait for labor to start up or shall we 
put in a bag at once to induce labor? I never 
at once insert a bag, for I never have seen any 
complications arise from waiting. If, however, 
vood pains start up and dilatation fails, the in- 


sertion of a bag then I believe to be not only 
justifiable but indicated. 

One more type of case that may bother us is 
the so-called overdue patient. There is in every 
case, unless the date of intercourse be known, a 
possible three weeks’ leeway for the time of 
labor. Shall we in this interim become alarmed, 
lcok for trouble, and_upset our patients? Most 
assuredly no. I believe it to be the rare case 
that demands induction of labor on this account 
alone. A case will show what I mean. A short 


time ago a prominent obstetrician saw a patient 
whem he decided was full termed, with a high 
head, and he advised immediate Caesarean sec- 
tion as the safe way out. This she refused, for 
from her own reckoning she was not due and 
had a couple of weeks to go. She was right in 
her ecaleulation, and was delivered from below 
without any difficulty. This is, I admit, an ex- 
treme case, but if we are careless the same thing 
may happen to us. 

Now as to the management of the second stage 
—shall we eliminate it entirely by prophylactic 
forceps or by version? Are we justified in say- 
ing as far as we are concerned there is no need 
of a second stage? Is it sane obstetrics to make 
such statements or to take such a stand? Do 
the physicians who recommend such procedures 
‘tend to improve obstetrics or not? Prophylac- 
tie forceps and the delivery of all women by 
version is not sane obstetrics. These proced- 
ures, right and proper in their indicated place, 
if allowed to become generally recognized as the 
right and proper method of delivery of all wo- 
men in labor, will, I am confident, be fraught 
with great danger to the women and babies of 
the country. 

I can not bring myself to feel that obstetrical 
operating is limited to practically one operation. 
All eases can not be managed the same way 
equally to advantage. There must be a choice 
of treatment of when and how it is best to end 
a delivery. Although a physician who does three 
versions a day on the average throughout the 
year must obviously develop a technique and 
' have the ability to deliver the cases better than 
you or I would, it is not in my opinion justifiable 
to push back a head that is in sight in a multi- 
/para in order to carry out a preconceived idea 
of how a labor should be terminated. That, 1 be- 
lieve, is radical obstetries. It is worse; it is bad 
chstetries. If such teaching becomes the rule, 
and many physicians take up this method of de- 
livery, our death and morbidity rates will surely 
rise. One physician has recently reported a se- 
ries of cases terminated by this procedure where 
his fetal mortality ran to 12%, and yet he was 
enthusiastic about the method. If I lost twelve 
babies out of every hundred I deliver, I would 
retire from the practice of obstetrics. 

I feel much the same in regard to the so-called 
prophylactic forceps operation. To cut and re- 
construct every pelvic floor is unnecessary, and 
to bring it forward as an operative procedure

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"| the very rare fulminating type, eclampsia is of 
slow onset. In nearly every case there are suffi- 
cient symptoms of the impending eclampsia as 
/shown by the toxemia to allow time for efficient 
treatment. The majority of pregnant women do 
not have the oversight that is their due. The 
result is that eclamptic eases develop and will 
continue to develop until each and every woman 
lis efficiently safeguarded. 

An eclampsia means some one has blundered, 
It may not be the physician, it may not be the 
woman, it may be either. Until we impress up- 
/on the women of the country that medical su- 
pervision of their pregnancies is absolutely es- 
sential, we shall continue to have large num- 
bers of eclamptie cases. And having them, the

ean hardly think of a condition or complication 
in obstetrics that has not in recent years had 


‘measure, but in those cases of toxemia where 
| efficient elimination has failed to bring about 
|satisfactory improvement and delivery is indi- 
-eated, and the child nearly full termed, I do do 
Caesarean occasionally. 

In the praevia cases there is only one class of 
ease that | am willing to do a Caesarean on, and 
that is in those rare cases of a complete praevia 
in the last weeks of pregnaney, when the child 
is in good condition and no vaginal manipula- 
tions have occurred, and the cervix is firm and 
undilated. 

A year ago I and two associates had charge 
of all the bleeding cases at the Boston Lying-in 
Hospital. During that time we had twenty-five 
cases of such severity that operative interference 
seemed indicated. Of these twenty-five cases we 
lost but one mother—a patient who was brought 
io the hospital exsanguinated, and who died in 
site of treatment, including immediate trans- 
fusion. In almost every case we elected to in- 
sert a bag, one even bigger than the one just 
deseribed. In a few cases we did a Braxton 
Hicks version. In no one of the praevia eases 
| did we do a Caesarean section. 


__ Let me here speak of those cases of accidental 
‘hemorrhage with or without external bleeding, 
where there is abdominal pain, uterine tender- 
ness, together with a non-relaxing uterus and 
the cervix not fully dilated. I am sure the only 
conservative way to treat the patient is to do a 
Caesarean section at once as soon as the abdo- 
men can be opened. Delay in operating on 
these cases means undoubted loss of the baby 
and the possible necessity of doing a hysterec- 
tomy, because of the fact that the uterine mus- 
culature is so badly disrupted. In many of 
these cases where a hysterectomy has been done, 
the real cause was that the operators delayed 
the Caesarean, being unwilling to do what seemed 
a radical procedure on a seriously sick woman. 
My stand is that an early Caesarean is the con- 


servative thing to do, for by so doing the patient 
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is saved and the uterus is left. By unwarranted 
delay the uterus becomes totally disrupted, its 
contractile power goes, and hysterectomy be- 
comes the operation of necessity. Do not think 
in these eases that hysterectomy is never indi- 
cated—it is. The point I make is that as soon 
as the diagnosis of accidental hemorrhage is 
made with the already described findings, de- 
lay is very serious, and I therefore say a Caesa- 
rean section here is a really conservative meas- 
ure, even if it is known that the baby is dead. 

Although I am considering the use of Caesa- 
reans in bleeding cases, let me for the moment 
diverge from this subject and speak of the 
routine examination employed in bleeding cases 
which has proved useful to me. Any woman 
who gives the -history of bleeding in the latter 
three months of pregnancy should at once be put 
to bed and a eareful abdominal examination 
first made. If the abdomen is of normal char- 
acteristies for the period of gestation that the 
patient says she is in, if she is without pain, 
without tenderness, then she should be exam- 
ined carefully by vagina under aseptic precau- 
tions. A bivalve speculum is first inserted and 
the condition of the cervix and the vaginal walls 
ascertained. <A cervical polyp or a ruptured 
varicosity may prove to be the cause of the 
bleeding. If nothing abnormal is found, the 
bivalve is removed and careful examination of 
the lower uterine segment is made. If nothing 
abnormal is found and the bleeding is slight or 
has stopped, the patient is put back to bed for 
a few days, further treatment or operative pro- 
cedures being determined by the course of 
events. If the bleeding for which the cause is 
sought is anything but a mere show, then prep- 
arations to meet a possible severe hemorrhage 
consequent upon this examination must be at 
hand. If the bleeding has ceased by the’ time the 
physician sees the patient, the question of any 
examination is oftentimes raised. I believe every 
bleeding must be thoroughly investigated, the 
only question being the time and place to do it. 

If the bleeding patient, no matter how slight 
the bleeding is, shows abdominal tenderness and 
a non-relaxing tender uterus, then a vaginal 
examination should not be made, but recourse 
had to a rectal examination, beeause of the pos- 
sibility of an abdominal delivery. It is usually 
these uninvestigated cases that are brought to 
hospitals in serious straits, on whom, many 
times, radical procedures are done, when, had 
they been studied properly, more conservative 
measures would have sufficed to safeguard the 
patient. 

If in these bleeding cases we carry out a defi- 
nite routine of examining them carefully and do 
not minimize the bleeding, then our results will 
improve. One additional safeguard should be 
at hand. In every hospital center there should 
be on eall a number of Group IV donors that 
can be obtained for purposes of transfusion. If 


| this is not feasible, then if the bleeding is at all 
' serious, suitable blood should be found from the 
patient’s immediate relatives or friends. 
Whether the suggestion of typing each and 
every pregnant woman because of the possibility 
of a transfusion becoming necessary will become 
general I do not pretend to say. 

Now a word about the cardiac cases—a word 
of warning. Above all other classes of cases they 
are apt to have easy deliveries. A serious car- 
diac, especially a primigravida, undoubtedly 
will stand a Caesarean section better than a long 
hard labor with a difficult delivery superim- 
posed. The distention that so frequently fol- 
lows a Caesarean may prove to be a serious em- 
barrassment to the heart action. To me, a real 
reason for doing a Caesarean section on these se- 
rious cardiac cases is to be able to sterilize them 
at once. 

The question of sterilization leads me to speak 
of another group of cases, and that is the chron- 
ic kidney group. Shall we allow these patients 
year after year to go to five or six months and 
then miscarry or have their uterus emptied each 
time, with increasing damage to their kidneys, 
or shall we sterilize them? Is it too radical a 
step to advise that they be sterilized? I do not 
think it is, and a most satisfactory way if they 
are pregnant is to open the abdomen under lo- 
cal anesthesia, do a hysterotomy, curette the 
uterus, and then sterilize them. 

I recall vividly a case of this sort that brings 
up various points which I have spoken of. This 
woman was some forty years of age and was sent 
into the hospital with a blood pressure of 200 
systolic, 120 diastolic, and all the symptoms and 
signs of a chronic kidney. She was five months 
advanced in her eighth pregnancy. She stated 
that she had had some kidney complications in 
all her pregnancies, and that after her fifth ba- 
by she had had a convulsion. Her sixth preg- 
naney ended in a three months’ miscarriage, 
and her seventh was terminated by a Caesarean 
section at eight months with a three and a half 
pound baby after she had become totally blind. 
From these seven pregnancies she has one living 
child. Her eighth pregnancy, the one of which 
I am speaking, went along smoothly until she 
was about four and a half months along, when 
she began to have attacks of dizziness with se- 
vere headache and nausea. Two weeks later she 
had an attack of numbness of her entire left 
arm, with blurring of vision. It was at this 
time I first saw her. She had all the symptoms 
cf a chronic kidney, and from her history it is 
fair to say she had had a kidney failure with 
her other pregnancies. It is probable also that 
the attack of left-sided numbness was due to a 
slight hemiplegia. Under the advice and treat- 
ment of a medical consultant she improved 
slightly. We then offered her the opportunjty 
to have the pregnancy interrupted. She willing- 
ly accepted and I emptied her by the abdominal 
route under local anesthesia. She made an ex- 
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cellent surgical recovery and went to her home 
in very fair condition. The criticism I have to 
make on this ease is: first, why was a Caesarean 
done on a three-pound baby; and second, when 
the abdomen was open, why wasn’t the patient 
sterilized and not allowed again to do further 
serious damage to her kidneys, with no possi- 
bility that she could produce a viable child? 

I do not want you to gather that I limit this 
procedure simply to the chronic kidney group. 
It is, of course, applicable to any condition 
where a therapeutic abortion is indicated and 
you are certain further pregnancies should be 
interdicted. It is obvious that repeated abor- 
tions can not be done every few months on these 
physically damaged women. 
clear that further pregnancies must be avoided, 
it is right to sterilize and stop all possibility of 
pregnancies recurring. 

Before I leave the question of Caesarean sec- 
tion, let me say a few words about the manage- 
ment of those difficult border-line eases in primi- 
gravidae that come to the end of their preg- 
naney with a high presenting part. I assume 
that the pelvis in the given case has been meas- 
ured and any obvious disproportion eliminated. 
If on vaginal examination nothing markedly 
wrong is discovered, then the patient should be 
etherized, the pelvis examined and the relation 
of the child’s head to it carefully estimated. 
Even by this examination one can not always be 
sure that one is right, but it helps much in rul- 
ing out any possible condition which might have 
been missed without an anesthetic. In these 
border-line cases, after we have made up our 
minds to let the patient go into labor,—and I 
believe there are very few women who should 
not go into a test of labor,—do not make vaginal 
examinations, but carry the patient along by ab- 
dominal palpation and careful rectal examina- 
tions. Then if she fails to settle the head down 
and you decide a Caesarean is necessary, one ean 
be done without undue risk. I am constantly 
seeing patients where the question of Caesarean 
is to be decided, who have been examined three, 
four, or more times by vagina. The risk in op- 
ening fhe abdomen in those eases, especially if 
the membranes have been long ruptured, is 
great, and I practically never will do Caesareans 
on such cases. I appreciate the hard work, es- 
‘pecially in private practice, that these border- 
line cases put upon us. I have had in the past 
year more than my share, and unless one has 
the codperation of the patient and her family, I 
am confident that many of these cases can not 
be delivered successfully from below. Pressure 
from the family sometimes is great, and we 
weaken. 

I well remember some time ago doing an un- 
necessary Caesarean because of pressure from 
the family. The patient was a doctor’s wife, and

senting. 
later, the pros and cons of a delivery from be- 
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‘low and a Caesarean. I left them convinced to 
‘let labor go on. Within an hour I was ealled 
back and beeause of arguments by the girl’s 
parents, the dottor changed his mind and asked 
me to do a Caesarean. I did it, but I have always 
regretted it. Some twelve months later, when 
she was three months advanced in her second 
pregnancy, an acute appendix was removed. 
Then the question arose, ‘‘Onee a Caesarean 
always a Caesarean?’’ I did not want to open 
‘her abdomen again,—three times in eighteen 
‘months. I decided if possible to deliver her 
‘from below, and the moment she started in la- 
bor she was sent to the hospital and everything 
was made ready for an abdominal delivery if 
it became necessary. Dilation proceeded nor- 
/mally, and as soon as this process was accom- 
plished, I delivered her from below. 

I do not know how you all stand in regard to 
'this question of ‘‘Once a Caesarean, always a 
Caesarean.’’ With the indiscriminate doing of 
Caesareans that is going on about Boston, this 
question comes up for decision very frequently. 
‘On those eases about which I know nothing, I 
elect to do another Caesarean. The risk of sucha 
decision is less than if one has to operate quick- 
ly on a ruptured sear. But if I decide to let the 
patient go into labor, I insist upon her going 
to a well-equipped hospital and being ready for 
a Caesarean on the indication of the slightest un- 
‘toward sign. This I believe to be the only con- 
servative, rational thing to do. I like to think 
I am so careful in advising Caesareans that I 
, have some good indication for it. We do not al- 
|ways live up to our ideals, and I know that I 
have failed in this respect in some instances. 

The obstetricians at the Johns Hopkins Clinie 
make it a routine measure to sterilize the pa- 
| tients at the third Caesarean. I can not believe 
that this as a routine procedure is justified. The 
risk of a fourth Caesarean is not so much greater 
than a third that we should make this ruling. 
|There is no doubt but that we are being asked 
Ito sterilize patients more and more. If we ac- 
‘cede to these requests, the number of births will 
be lowered, but perhaps not to a serious extent. 
In sterilizing these women we at once admit that 
| Caesarean is a serious mode of delivery, and this 
‘is what I insist we must stand for. Being a se- 
|rious procedure, we must not widen the indi- 
'eations to the extent of absurdity. 
| A reaction against Caesareans I think is com- 
‘ing. Here is a case that happened near Boston 
ia short time ago. A doctor’s daughter was ad- 

vised by her obstetrician to have a Caesarean be- 
cause this, her second, baby was much larger 
than. her previous one. The doctor—the pa- 
| tient’s father—was very much against it, and 
‘urged that delivery be attempted from below. 
She went into labor, forceps failed, and a eran- 
‘lotomy on a living child was done. The mother 
made a satisfactory convalescence. The patient’s 
father took this stand because he had heard of 
the high mortality, ten per cent., that held in 
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one of the hospitals where a group of the best 
men in Boston operate. He unquestionably 
was wrong in his stand, but you ean see his rea- 
sons for not wanting his own daughter to run 
a ten per cent. risk. When you advise a Caesa- 
rean think not of a picked lot of cases, but what 
your mortality rate is if you are going to do 
the operation, or what the operator’s rate is if 
you choose some one else to do it for you. 

Now a: word about the third stage: If you 
think me radical in some of the statements I 
have made, I am sure you will say I am conser- 
vative in my remarks on this stage of labor. 
The majority of physicians, I think, feel that 
their work is over when the baby is delivered, 
but to me the third stage means much to the 
woman’s welfare. The hurried, forced expul- 
sion of the placenta I believe can only do harm. 
If the placenta separates, I don’t care how 
quickly this stage is ended, but I insist that if 
it is not separated, the terrible kneading and 
pushing that a patient is not infrequently sub- 


jected to is bad obstetrics. If there is no bleed- | 
ing, there is no hurry—the only possible reason 
that there is to hurry is that the physician wants , 


to get home. Is that ever in obstetrics a legiti- 
mate excuse? 

I have had no wide experience in the routine | 
use of pituitrin in this stage. Perhaps if I found 
myself constantly in trouble in this stage I 
might be more enthusiastic about its use. Pa- 
tience surely is necessary in this third stage, but 
it is well repaid, for impatience means a severe 
postpartum hemorrhage or possibly an inverted 
uterus. 

In those rare cases of true adherent placenta, 
let me warn you to go very slowly searching for 
the cleavage line. Recently we lost a woman from 
a ruptured uterus by the removal of an adherent 
placenta. Even though this did happen, I can 
not bring myself to advise that the placenta be 
removed | by a hysterotomy, as has been recom- 
mended. 

What shail we say about the use of pituitrin 
in labor? Shall we condemn it utterly, or use | 
it within certain definite limitations? The lat- | 
ter I think is the sensible stand. But what are) 
the limitations? I take it many physicians re- | 
gard pituitrin as the greatest boon that has come 
to them for many years, and with suéh men 
there are no limitations to its use. They use it 
indiscriminately,—to start labor, to finish labor, 
and finally to stop hemorrhage it has caused. 
Pituitrin should not be used when there is any 
resistance to be overcome. It never should be 
used unless the presenting part is in the pelvis 
and the initial dose should never be more than 
a third of an ampoule. I never use it unless I 
am prepared to deliver my patient at once, for 
it may eause long, hard, tonie uterine contrac- 
tions. And if delivery is not speedily accom- 
plished serious damage may be done to the 
mother. The effect on the baby of these long, 


hard contractions must be most carefully 
watched and the baby safeguarded. 

Its use within these limitations is allowable, 
but if it is used before full dilatation and in the 
presence of rigid soft parts, it may do terrible 
damage. Carefully used, it unquestionably will 
diminish the amount of operative work that is 
done, and for that purpose it has a definite field 
of usefulness. 

I have gone over, perhaps too hurriedly, many 
problems that ecme up for us to decide. I do 
not doubt that in some of the problems dis- 
cussed, I appear to be too radical; in others, 
perhaps, too conservative. One’s opinions on 
the management of these obstetric problems 
must be based chiefly on one’s own. results, 
checked up and criticised by others in whom we 
have confidence. At all times we must face these 


problems with an cpen mind, ready to change 
our procedures if definite advances are made by 
other physicians or by ourselves. 

The important point, I believe, in the manage- 


ment of any obstetric case is that each one 
should be individually studied—that we see to 
it that each patient has efficient prenatal care 
|in its broadest sense. It is by this study that 
/we can manage our cases intelligently, and it is 
‘only by this means that we can reduce the un- 
necessary mortality that is present in obstet- 
rics. The toxemias, including eclampsia, the 
bleeding cases and sepsis make up nearly fifty 
per cent. of the maternal deaths that oceur 
throughout the country. <A careful study of 
each individual case will prevent many of these 
deaths. By this study we then ean deliver each 
and every woman by a well-chosen method—op- 
erative if the indication is present, non-opera- 
tive if a real indication is not present. If we are 
going to reduce our deaths from sepsis we must 
‘call a halt on this wave of ‘‘meddlesome mid- 
wifery ’’ that is now rampant everywhere. If 
/we are going to recommend that every woman be 
| delivered by operative means, the whole teach- 

g of obstetrics in our medical schools must be 
pndord As it is, the young practitioner is thrown 
(on the public with next to no training in opera- 
‘tive obstetrics. The deaths now from. ill-ad- 
vised, bungling operative work are too frequent 

—what will they amount to if the advice of some 
is followed? 

There are no problems in medicine where 
quick decision and skilled action mean so much 
‘as in obstetrics. It is not a question of conser- 
vatism or radicalism; it is a question of each one 
‘of us always doing sane obstetrics.

Custodial Care.—It is only two decades ago 
that we were all working for the better housing 


of the mentally ill and for their humane eare 
both inside and outside institutions. At that 
time we felt that this was all that we could ask 
for them, and its accomplishment was a great 
step forward. Conditions in many of the in- 
stitutions—over-crowded as they were—savored 
more of the prison than of the hospital. The 
meager staffs were only able to look after the 
physical ills which were called to their atten- 
tion by the ward nurses or by the patients them- 
selves. The greater proportion of patients only 
saw the physician as he passed hurriedly 
through the wards in which they spent their 
days and nights. Occupation was not known 
in some of the hospitals, other than the polish- 
ing of floors and ward and kitchen work, which 
had no therapeutic value, and in many eases 
was worse than no occupation. Exercise in the 
open consisted of 
under the direction of attendants, the patients 
being strung along in files. as boys are obtiged vo 
form at school in going to class or for recess ; 
only in the case of the patients the lines were | 
intact from the time they left the hospital un- 
til they returned. They had to walk the narrow | 
and straight path with no diversion or amuse- 
ment, as is allowed the schoolboy during his | 
recess. 

The staffs did little, if any, 
most of the hospitals, 


and few hospitals had 
any laboratory. Operations which had to be 
performed by visiting surgeons 
bringing the patient into one of the ward rooms | 
or doctors’ offices, where tin pails and vege- 
table pans were used for sterilizing the instru- | 
ments over ordinary stoves. 

Such was still the condition as late as 1912, 
when I was appointed upon the Board. 

Outside of the institutions the mentally ill 
received little consideration. Often taken from 
their homes or from boarding places, or from 
the street when they showed signs of mental 
aberration, they were thrust into the police sta- 
tions or the city tombs and there kept, often for, 
days, before being transferred to a hospital and | 
treated as sick individuals. 

This condition also obtained in Massachusetts 
until 1912. So the first step for a generation

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toward the really humane care of the mentally 
ill, which was then the height of our ambition, 
was only reached a deeade ago. 

| Psychopathic Hospital Idea—The  psycho- 
pathic hospital idea in this country started ag 
early as 1906 with the Psychopathic Hospital 
at the University of Michigan. Prior to this an 
observation ward was established in 1890 in the 
Philadelphia Hospital at Philadelphia and 
about the same time Dr. Adolph Meyer devel- 
oped an observation department in his hospital 
at Kankakee, Ul. In 1896 the Psychiatrie in- 
stitute on Ward’s Island, N. Y., was estab- 
lished, and under Dr. Adolph Meyer, psy- 
chiatric wards were opened in connection with 
the Institute in 1902. Bellevue Hospital and 
King’s County Hospital in New York also had 
wards for psychiatric cases. Following the es- 
tablishment of the Psychopathic Hospital at 
the University of Michigan in 1906, there was 
established in 1912 a Psychopathic Hospital in 
Boston—first a department of the Boston State 
| Hespital but since made an independent unit. 
The following year, 1913, the Phipps Psy- 
chiatric Clinic was started at Baltimore under 
Dr. Adolph Meyer in connection with the Johns 
Ilopkins Medical School and Hospital. 

With the psychopathic hospital idea came 
the more scientific care and treatment within the 
institutions, although little progress was made 
outside of institutions or in the community. 
Pathological laboratories were established in 
many of our state hospitals, and in our general 
| hospitals scientific studies were made of ‘mental 
‘disease; but there was no center of scientific 
| research, or direction, until the psychopathic 
‘hospital idea was established, when another 
very important objective was reached. 

With the establishment of the psychopathic 
|hospital idea came Social Service. 

In Massachusetts, following the lead of Rich- 
|ard Cabot with his social service as a part of the 
' Massachusetts General Hospital Out-Patient 
Department, the Boston Dispensary established 
a similar service, and it was there that the first 
‘social service workers were trained in mental 
clinics. Comparative statisties for three months 
without, and for three months with, social work- 
ers in the mental clinie of the Boston Dispensary 
showed that that service prevented the commit- 


| 


‘ment of many early cases by following up early 


mental treatment, as directed by physicians, 
and obtaining results beyond the routine treat- 


‘ment of clinical service, and by improving so- 


cial conditions, thus preventing other members 
of the same family or of the locality from sim- 
ilar breakdowns. Social service after-care also 
prevented the return to the hospitals for the 
insane of many discharged cases. Social case 
work, follow-up work, research work, educa- 
tional work were the functions outlined by Miss 
Hannah Curtis for the social service. 

So important has this work become that 
there is now a Smith College Training School 
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for Social Workers at Smith College in North- 
ampton, which is directed by Everett Kimball 
and Mary C. Jarrett. In 1918, 400 applied for 
the course in this college, and 70 were chosen. 
They were, as a rule, women who had grad- 
uated from college and had special interests in 
reconstruction problems. The suecess of the 
Smith College Training School for Social Work- 
ers is established. The requirements are two 
summers of study at Northampton and nine 
months of practice in some social agency or 
hospital social service, under the schcol’s super- 
vision—a total course of 13 months. The grad- 
uates are prepared for various branches of so- 
cial case work and community service, especially 
in psychiatrie cases. 

Oul-Patient Clinics. With the beginning of 


the better care of the mentally ill, two decades | 


ago, there was established an Out-Patient Clinic 
at the Boston Dispensary for mental cases. 
Thus there were two departments—a _ neuro- 
purely mental out-patient clinic in the United 
States. There was also a neurolegical clinic. 
Thus there were two departments— a neuro- 
logical and a mental department—in the Bos- 
ton Dispensary with two separate staffs, who 
referred cases to each other but who worked 
separately. It was my privilege to be elected 
head of the mental Out-Patient Clinic at the 
Dispensary soon after it was established in 
1899, which position I held until 1912, when I 
became a member of the State Board of Insan- 
ity. 

Social workers trained in the mental depart- 
ment at the Boston Dispensary proved valuable 
aids to the physicians and a blessing to the pa- 
tients. It enabled us to know the environment 
of the patient, which was often the cause of the 
breakdown. In cases where a change of en- 
vironment was necessary to benefit our patients, 
the social work was of the greatest importance. 
Social agencies soon learned to refer to the 
mental clinie many of their cases which here- 
tofore they had not been able to help. The 
Associated Charities, the Children’s Aid So- 
ciety, and others found a solution of many 
of their difficult problems through this depart- 
ment. 

With the opening of the Psychopathie Hos- 
pital in Boston and the establishment cf its 
Out-Patient Clinie a good deal of the work done 
at the Dispensary was transferred there, which 
greatly broadened the field, for the Psycho- 
pathie Hospital soon took eases from the courts 
and also from agencies outside of the city. 

Thus what is now known as mental hygiene 
began in Massachusetts two deeades ago, in the 
community through out-patient departments 
with their social service. Out-patient depart- 
ments for mental cases inereased so fast that 
within a little over 10 years there were nearly 
40 functioning in the State of Massachusetts, 
and this number has been maintained to the 
present time. 


Education in Mental Hygiene——The spread 
of the psychopathic hospital idea and its in- 
fluence on the community soon began to be 
felt. The community was becoming educated 
in mental hygiene. Its influence in court pro- 
cedure was first made manifest in the establish- 
ment of Dr. Healy’s work in the courts of Chi- 
cago in 1909 with delinquent and psychopathic 
individuals, especially the child; next in the 
Municipal Court, Boston, many years later; and 
later in the Juvenile Court, Seattle. This influ- 
ence has spread to many courts throughout our 
country, where today one may obtain a liberal 
education in mental hygiene. With the estab- 
lishment of the industrial accident boards, men- 
tal hygiene became a factor in industry. Many 
large firms and corporations employ nurses and 
doctors to instruct their employees in mental 
hygiene, and also to detect the first symptoms 
of nervous and mental breakdown, correct them, 
or direct these patients into channels where 
they may receive early treatment. 

Another progressive step taken in mental 
hygiene tending toward prevention was its in- 
troduction into the schools and the application 
of its teachings. Massachusetts passed a law in 
1919 whereby school physicians and _ school 
nurses, properly trained, were to be employed 
for the purpose of studying, assisting, or treat- 
ing children whose backwardness or delinquency 
showed they needed special instruction, medical 
care, or a change in their environments. Teach- 
ers are now directed to report to the school 
physician or school psychiatrist the names of 
pupils who are backward or show abnormality 
in their work in any direction, and also of the 
true delinquent. Psychiatrists then make spe- 
cial examinations and the nurse visits the home. 

In order to prevent these children from keep- 
ing the rest of their class back on account of 
the time and attention necessary to devote to 
them in the teacher’s endeavor to keep them up 
to work that they were never fitted to do, spe- 
cial classes are formed and these backward 
children are placed in classes by themselves. 
Teachers experienced in the instruction of these 
retarded minds develop them to the point of at 
least taking care of themselves, if possible, and 
relieve them of the strain and stress which they 
have been under and which is sure to end in dis- 
aster. In other words, for the first time in his- 
tory they have a fair chance, for they stood no 
chanee whatever when competing with children 
who had been endowed with much greater pow- 
ers of assimilating knowledge. 

It soon developed that many of the causes 
of backwardness could be removed if intelli- 
gently handled and scientifically treated. En- 
vironmental conditions at home, bad _ habits, 
glandular difficulties, improper or insufficient 
feeding—one or several of these often affecting 
the same child—when removed or cured, en- 
abled that child to take its place in the school 
and in the world. 
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So it was in the courts. The child who had 
been brought into the municipal courts charged 


with destroying property, or setting fires, with | 
bad habits or being stubborn, cr perhaps guilty | 
by his, 
father or mother, and who had never had an) 
opportunity of knowing right from wrong, was | 


of petty stealing, sometimes taught 


set right and often made into a valuable cit- 
izen, as the result of Dr. Healy’s work and 
later the work of other psychiatrists appointed 
to the courts. 

This work has proved such a success that a 
bill is now pending in the Legislature of Massa- 
chusetts which provides that every child be- 
tween five and 17 years of age who is arrested 
for any offense shall be examined by a psy- 
chiatrist before trial. This is probably a phys- 
ical impossibility on account of the small num- 
ber of physicians who are now properly qual- 
ified to do this work. Over 8000 children were 
brought before the courts of Massachusetts 
during the past year; but the effort is a step in 
the right direction. The law suggested is, how- 


ever, incomplete, for it makes no provision for | 


the cases that are found defective and which 
need special care, or education, or treatment. 
Mental hygiene, which began a few years ago 
with the child in school and with the early de- 
linquent, has gone a step farther, and now is to 
begin with the baby. Clinies are being estab- 
lished in Boston, and Dr. Douglas A. Thom is 
organizing these clinics with a view to correct- 
ing habit formation in babies and very young 
children, and also ascertaining the cause of any 
convulsions or other abnormal phenomena 
which may be observed by those in charge of 
these babies in the hospitals and in the com- 
munity. He says cf the nervous child, and be- 
havior problem, that many of these conditions 
can be traced to a failure on the part of the in- 
dividual to adapt himself to his environment 
even in the years of childhood, and that we are 
‘beginning to feel that more and more frequently 
the individual is the victim of his environment 
rather than of his heredity. It is not unreason- 
able to presume that if there is a group of eases 
belonging to the economic and social failures 
which have their beginning in the mental con- 
flicts of childhcod, and these conflicts can be 
discovered at five years instead of 13, much will 
have been accomplished for the child and for all 
those with whom he is to come in conflict. There 
are certain fundamentals necessary to the men- 
tal development of every human being that are 
more in evidence during childhood than in any 
other period of life. Those of particular im- 
portance because of their utility are: plasticity, 
suggestibility, imitativeness, and love of appro- 
bation. It has been figuratively stated in one 
way or another that man is extremely complex 
—that he has the greatest capacity for modifica- 
tion, and that his period of mobility lasts 
longer than in other animals. Thus the plas- 
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ized to its limit in an effort to develop habits 
which will serve the individual in good stead 
in two or three years. 

Not only is it important to study the material 
with which we are dealing, so far as the child ig 
concerned, but it is quite necessary to know by 
/whom, and under what conditions, this mate- 
‘rial is being used. The immediate environ- 
‘ment, the home and its occupants and sur- 
‘roundings are what go to make up the mental 
‘atmosphere in which the child lives. 
| Much of the child’s early life is, or should 
|be, spent with the mother. Her influence can- 
‘not be overestimated, but all too frequently 
|there are circumstances and conditions which 
'prevent this influence being as healthy as we 
‘might hope. The mother may be worn and 
wearied by routine household cares. She may 
be striving to supplement the family budget by 
ia few hours of work outside, when she should 
‘be resting or in bed, which leaves her little en- 
‘ergy, either physical or mental, for her child’s 
welfare; or she may be avoiding her work and 
duty, pleasure-loving, who feels that her duty 
to her child ends at its birth, when she turns 
over her responsibility to the nursemaid for so 
many pieces of silver. 

And again, we may find the mother with the 
most excellent intentions, whose interest is apt 
to defeat its very purpose, sometimes over- 
solicitous, catering to every whim and desire of 
the child. All too frequently she is emotionally 
unstable, and what is condoned today is pun- 
ished tomorrow; and in spite of the ability to 
adjust rapidly, the child finds it difficult or im- 
possible to follow a consistent line of conduct. 

There is no situation so pathetic for both 
mother and child as that which confronts the 
mentally defective mother who is doing the best 
ishe ean, and yet is failing and recognizing her 
own failures. 

In order to ascertain just what the home 
situation is and what factors, both good and. 
bad, we have to utilize or combat, a trained 
social worker is employed to make investigation 
and to see that the doctor’s directions are fully 
understood and are being earried out. It is 
important not to make mere interviews out of 
these visits, but to use workers who are not 
afraid to get down to the social and intellectual 
level of their hostess, as far as possible.. The 
factors which are likely to contaminate the men- 
tal atmosphere of the child can frequently be 
determined in this way and referred for advice 
and assistance to the doctor, minister, teacher, 
social agency, or whatever source to which it 
seems advisable to turn. 

It was Dr. Thom’s idea that the foregoing 
principles might be utilized to advantage, and 
he is organizing habit clinies, in connection with 
the Baby Hygiene Association. The purpose of 
these clinies is to deal with those children who 
are developing through the pre-school age— 


ticity of the early years of life should be util- 


that is, between two and five—undesirable hab- 
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its, and to determine, in so far as possible, the 
basis of these habits and to institute measures 


- which will tend toward their correction. Start- 


ing with the child at this early period of its 
existence, mental hygiene is at its most ad- 
vanced post. 

Mental hygiene should begin with the child 
as soon as it is capable of forming habits, when 
it shows any abnormal physical or mental symp- 
toms. Attacking mental disease at this early 
period and following it through the schools 
with seientifie purpose will, it is hoped, result 
in our not being called upon to build as many 
‘‘monuments of resignation,’’ as the state hos- 
pitals have been called, for housing and feeding 
the thousand of hopeless derelicts who never 
should have been allowed to become so and a 
loss of intelligence to the community which has 
never and ean never, be fully estimated. 

But, as Dr. Thom says, the elinies for children 
of the pre-school age do not find it necessary to 
seek justification for their existence in some 
vague, ill-defined hope that they are going to 
prevent insanity. No claim is made at this time 
that there is any relation between the undesir- 
able habits of childhood and psychoses of later 
life; yet it is not difficult to see how closely 
these infantile reactions resemble the psycho- 
neurotic manifestations of adult life and that 
a fundamental lack of inhibitions may be a 
dominating characteristic in a criminal career. 

The mental hygiene idea has at last per- 
meated into the minds of the legislative body 
of our State. <A bill before the Massachusetts 
Legislature, which has been favorably acted 
upon by the Senate Ways and Means, estab- 
lished in the Department of Mental Disease a 
Division of Mental Hygiene under the super- 
vision of a director, and the Senate Committee 
have reported favorably on an appropriation of 
$25,000, this year, for the said Division to insti- 
tute inquiries and investigations for the purpose 
of ascertaining the causes of mental disease, 
including epilepsy and feeble-mindedness, with 
a view to its prevention; and also to establish, 
foster, and develop out-patient clinics. A fur- 
ther bill provides that this section shall collect 
and disseminate such information relating 
thereto as it considers proper for diffusion 


among the people and shall define what physical | 


ailments, habits, and conditions surrounding 
employment are to be deemed dangerous to men- 
tal health. Twenty-five thousand dollars is a 
small amount for the work of prevention com- 
pared with the $8,000,000 the State appro- 
priated, last year, to take care of our mentally 
ill and defectives; but it is a beginning, and will 
enable the State to start mental hygiene work 
at what we have called the most advanced post, 
the child of two, and then proceed with its edu- 
cation and propaganda into adult life. 


GASTROPTOSIS IN ITS RELATION TO 
GYNECOLOGY.*

In a short discussion of this subject it must 
be taken for granted that one understands the 
anatomy and physiology of the abdomen and 
pelvis of the female, and remembers the intri- 
eate connection of nerves and ductless glands 
and blood-vessels, in that part of the body. The 
more one studies this particular subject the 
more the wonder grows that such a net-work 
causes so little vomiting of pregnancy, so few 
sick-headaches during menstruation, such mi- 
nor disturbances of digestion with ovarian 
trouble, and such slight gastric pain in endome- 
tritis and prolapsus uteri, Dalché' says, for in- 
stance, that endometritis is one of the common- 
est causes not only of indigestion but also of pal- 
pitation of the heart; intestinal worms he con- 
siders one of the usual antecedents of dysmen- 
orrhoea; therefore, it is not difficult to under- 
stand why he had to adopt the word, ‘‘kinaes- 
thesia,’’ to describe that worried feeling that a 
woman has when something in her abdomen 
has slipped out of place and she feels appre- 
hensive of further avalanches. In fact Dalché 
says that abnormal kinaesthesia is an exag- 
gerated nervous reflex, inherited from some an- 
cestor as surely as diabetes, arthritis, and 
endocrine anomalies, which may be set in mo- 
tion by abdominal ptosis and uterine deviations, 
either one of which may modify the metabolism 
of the entire system or destroy the harmony 
of all the functions. We have hitherto called 
this condition neurasthenia or hysteria, and, 
like Lydia Pinkham, we have sought to cure it 
by nerve sedatives or stimulants with which 
to befog the patient’s sensibilities. But if we 
search for a specific cause for the ptoses or the 
abnormal kinaesthesia and the beginnings of 
the uterine disorder, we are confronted with 
many inherited fatigue neuroses, as Dalché says, 
which have been cultivated in an overworked 
and exhausted soil, from the earliest tantrums 
of childhood to the invalidism of the meno- 
pause. 

The list of complaints of patients who suffer 


from ptosis and uterine pathology begins and 
ends with constipation, backache and indiges- 
_tion: symptoms due to nerve fatigue or over 
stimulation of the nerves irritated by arthritis, 
fibrositis, neuritis, hemorrhoids, cellulitis of the 
utero-Sacral ligaments, or to a pendulous abdo- 
men with its festooning ptoses, and to a gen- 
eral congenital atonie condition. It is not sur- 
prising that in an office gynecological practice 
there is a large per cent. of cases of combined 
ptosis and uterine disease. There has been as 
much as six per cent. of related gastroptosis and

this year to say nothing of other ptoses con-| 
nected with pelvic troubles, primary or see-' 
ondary, due either to laxity of the abdominal 
walls or ligaments of the stomach, or to hypo- 
tonia of the uterine vago-sympathetics which 
leads to relaxation of the gastric museulature. 
We are forced to admit that from one or the} 
other of these causes the natural synergy and_| 
harmony of the functions is destroyed, whether | 
there is only a ptosis of the stomach or a more 
general splanchnoptosis, or a prolapse simply 
of the caecum or colon, or a prolapse of the 
pelvie viscera. 

jut granting that we find these ptoses and 
hypotonias, what was the original cause of such 
a condition? Was there an anatomical defeet 
from birth to cause a constitutional inferiority 
of the patient? If we look at the prenatal 
stomach? *}* we find it an almost vertical 
tube in the middle line of the chest. During 
the first few months of intra-uterine life the 
stomach is cylindrical, becoming oblique; then 
after birth the fundus begins to bulge from the 
weight of food, bulging more rapidly if there 
is any obstruction at the pylorus, until it forms 
a sack in which food remains and ferments: 
this delays digestion, hinders nutrition, and 
starts a lack of norma! synergy and harmony 
which may continue if the muscular tone of 
the stomach becomes permanently deranged and 
debilitated, thus effectively disturbing the nor- 
mal relations between nutrition and growth. 
Moreover, since the duodenum and lesser eurva- 
ture of the stomach are anchored where they 
pass behind the root of the mesentery, the bulg- 
ing of the dilated stomach must necessarily be 
in a longitudinal direction as before birth, and 
the more the stomach drags the more does it ob- 
struet the duodenum and pylorus and_ pre- 
vent the cutward overflow and passage of its 


rickets in infaney at which time the stomach 
easily becomes distorted into the common fish- 
hook shape, and the patient then begins a career 
of constitutional inferiority from indigestion 
and mal-nutrition which naturally leads to lack 
of development of the pelvie organs at puberty. 
Crossen’ also refers to of gas- 
troptosis as a developmental defect, the expres- 
sion of general infantilism which in turn causes 
poor nutrition at the period of puberty. Fisehl® 
in examining the stomach of an infant at birth 
finds no elastic tissue in the walls of the in- 
testines or stomach except in connection with 
the blood-vessels. What, then, if the elastic 
tissue should delay its appearance beyond fetal 
life? The middle layer of the gastric walls con- 
tains the blood-vessels, nerves and muscles. This 
layer generally thins out toward the pylorus, 
but if it grows thicker or becomes encapsulat- 
ed in the duodenum, the stomach, held as it is 


by the mesentery of its lesser curvature, cannot 
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roiate properly, and therefore, the greater curva- 
ture, lacking more or less elasticity, must sag 
rather than freely swing forward, and erowd 
the lengthening intestines. Possibly, also, the 
sigmoid colon which at birth is relatively long 
and freely movable is prevented from eontinu- 
ing its proper development and remains long, 
inelastic and out of place. This elongated in- 
fantile sigmoid colon is one of the causes of 
habitual constipation, as Curschmann® suggests, 
for he believes with His (p. 981) that the or- 
ganism develops as a whole in orderly progres- 
sion but with minor differences caused by time 
and space and chemical reactions. Therefore, 
if there is a delay in the development of the 
stomach there will be a delay in the develop- 
ment of the mesentery and bowels, and even in 
the uro-genital organs. Keibel also suggests 
that the endocrine glands act through interven- 
ing space to determine this timing of the de- 
velopment of the organs; as he says, ‘‘already 
in the first member of a developmental series 
the last one is determined. All intermediate 
members will, therefore, show moderation.’’ 


The destruction of normal harmony and syn- 
ergy in any patient is therefore common 
wherever we find an atonie and prolapsed stom- 
ach. In an adult recumbent patient the lower 
edge of her stomach may reach to her umbilicus. 
When she stands it may festoon into the pelvic 
brim carrying with it all its appurtenances, and 
causing continued passive congestion of the 
veins and organs in the abdomen and _ pelvis. 
Findlay* says that in the following stage even 
uie walls of the blood-vessels become hyper- 
plastic, and less able to contract. Glenard’, 
however, attributes this condition merely to loss 
ot tone which leads to general engorgement of 
the blood vessels if not to hemorrhages, causing 
reflex pain or direct discomfort, and raising 
the blood-pressure as surely as it would be raised 
by disease of the kidneys or by arterio-sclerosis 
from any cause whatever. 

Rovsing", on the other hand, regards adult 
gastroptosis in general not entirely as a sign of 
constitutional inferiority, but as a result of 
pregnaney which causes a relaxation of the ex- 
ternal museles of the abdomen by which the 
intra-abdominal pressure is so altered that the 
air-filled intestines no longer support the sub- 
diaphragmatic organs, in consequence of which 
their ligaments cannot but become attenuated 
and lengthened until the stomach and colon sag 
to any degree. He often finds the gastro-colie¢ 
ligament and meso-colon three or four times as 
long as normal. Constipation and auto-intoxi- 
cation follow with all the symptoms of gastric 
and uterine diseases, distinguishable from 
pathological conditions of the stomach or pelvie 
coigans only by surgical exploration or the x- 
ray. Crossen also believes that poor support 
of the abdominal organs may be due to repeat- 
ed pregnancies in patients with poor recupera- 
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tive power, but this does not explain ptosis in 
virgins. 

But even with a lack of unanimity as to the 
cause of ptoses there is no uncertainty as to the 
chain of symptoms presented by the patient. 
Glenard, twenty years ago, in describing the 
symptoms of splanchnoptosis in general, made 
the statement that 80 per cent. of the patients 
suffering from these symptoms were women. He 
found that their spines were always abnormally 
sensitive from the fourth dorsal vertebra down, 
although frequently the entire spine was also 
hyperesthetie. The blood-vessels were stretched 
and lost their tone, the muscles lacked elasticity 
and strength, fat was absorbed, and the nervous 
system disorganized: thus the patients became 
neurasthenie invalids. Like a printed page we 
read their symptoms at a glanee. The victim 
is a flabby, long and lanky woman, with a 
brightish mind centered on herself, melancholy, 
but sweetly resigned. She is always tired and 
has to prod herself complainingly to do her 
daily work. She has dyspepsia and dysmenor- 
rhea, bilious headaches and foul breath, pimples 
and palpitations. In fact she is a bundle of un- 
strung nerves and a heterogeneous mass of puz- 
zlies. She is ‘‘eonstitutionally inferior,’’ but 
the pity of it is that she might have been less of 
an invalid had she received different care dur- 
ing childhood. In spite of her abnormal kinaes- 
thesia she might have received a healthy nervous 
development through hygienic living and psy- 
chotherapy. Even as a child she probably had 
her own way in the matter of food and sleep and 
play and study; as a woman she dressed and 
danced without regard to health; and as a moth- 
er she got up too soon from her confinements 
and resumed her daily ceeupations too strenu- 
ously, the result being congestion and sub-invo- 
lution of the uterus with more or less general 
ptosis of the sub-diaphragmatie tissues and or- 
gans, and a consequent varicose condition of 
the pelvic blood-vessels with increased abdomi- 
nal blood-pressure, the precursors of cardio- 
renal disease, neurasthenia and general invalid- 
ism. 

Whether these patients have serious endo- 
crine defects or not their nervous symptoms be- 
long in one of the two classes of vago-tonies or 
svinpathieo-tonices, of which the vagus is the 
more important element. One glance at the 
vago-tonic patient shows us her contracted pu- 
pils, her dermographia and flushing neck, we 
feel her slow pulse and cold clammy hands, and 
we hear about the hyperacidity of the stomach 
and spastic constipation, the palpitations, sleep- 
lessness, ete., ete. The opposite symptoms oce- 
cur in the sympathico-tonies. 

Physiologists have found that these two sets 
of nerves control not only digestion but also 
the cireulation in the pelvis and the hormones 
in the blood. The vagus increases the motility 
of the stomach and slows the pulse. In normal 


conditions, therefore, it offsets the over-filling 
of the stomach which the splanchnies permit, 
and by eructations or vomiting relieves the pain- 
ful distention and the tugging on adjacent or- 
gans. If, however, the splanchnies are stimu- 
lated by some irritating conditicn in the uterus 
or ovaries they easily overcome the normal vagus 
action and cause a dilatation of the stomach and 
a quickening of the pulse. The splanchnies (the 
sympatheties) are fortunately more easily ex- 
hausted than the vagus (or para-sympatheties), 
but they are also more susceptible to shock or 
to damage to the posterior nerve roots in the 
spinal cord, or to any sudden or prolonged pull 
on the nerves of the broad ligaments due to 
prolapse of the uterus, or to pressure from a 
ptosed stomach or colon. (In this same way 
(that is by sheek to the splanchnics) Wertheim 
stopped gastric peristalsis in man by crushing 
a testicle). Dietl, however, in 1864, described 
the crises which affect such patients, as due 
simply to ptosis of the kidney with torsion of 
its pedicle, or to pressure on the duodenum 
from any cause, or to prolapse of the stomach 
with pains in the pelvic organs, entirely ignor- 
ing the action of these nerves and the uterine 
anomalies. 

Therefore, we find that the victims of this 
stimulation or inhibition of vagus and splanch- 
nies suffer from nervous dyspepsia, as well as 
from gynecological troubles. They are frequent- 
ly aerophagies. One writer has reported that a 
patient of his eruetated 200 litres of gas in one 
afternoon. Another had a patient who belched 
five thousand times in twenty-four hours. Pos- 
sibly this air came from the oesophagus and had 
not entered the stomach, or it may have passed 
through a relaxed pylorus into the duodenum 
and small intestines, causing great pain, but 
aerophagia seems in general to be a definite re- 
sult of the sympathetic stimulation which per- 
mits the stomach to become dilated and pro- 
lapsed. Escherich, in 1904, attributed nervous 
dyspepsia in children to the dilatation caused by 
‘‘alkaline fermentation,’’ or catarrh of the stom- 
ach, due to a poor supply of HCl or to bacteria, 
either of which we now know may be a result, 
as well as a cause, of the dilatation. 

Osler’® says of atonie dilatation of the stom- 
ach, ‘‘There may be no symptoms even with a 
greatly enlarged organ (a stomach holding sev- 
enty pints is on record), but more often there 
is neurasthenia, enteroptosis and nervous dys- 
pepsia which may be due to weakness of the 
muscular coats of the stomach from innervation, 
although in other cases there may be symptoms 
of pyloric obstruction due to distention. Vago- 
tonia and intermittent spasm of the muscles is 
sometimes present.’? Often when the patient 
stands erect he finds the outline of her 
dilated stomach can be seen below the umbili- 
cus, the lower curvature extending from the 
tenth rib down toward the pubes and then up

gastroptosis then quite hopeless? Can we in 
ject gland-stuff or colloids to take the place of 
a natural endowment and make them young 
again? Tfarily. We must confess that women 
are not born free and equal; and a simon-pure 
article, a yard wide and all wool, cannot be 
made out of shoddy. Crossen believes that no 
amount of hygienic living in an elderly woman 
can make up for a pernicious regimen during 
puberty, a regimen which prompted mental 
activity at the expense of physical development ; 
and our studies into embryology and the anat- 
omy of the infant are at least suggestive of an 
inherited constitutional inferiority which can 
never be entirely corrected. But if our 
educational methods continue to improve 
it may come to pass that in the third and 
fourth generation girls may be so much more 
intelligently brought up that they will be able 
to stand the strain of civilization, and at last 
be free from the taint of constitutional inferi- 


ority. 
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THE TUBERCULOSIS PROBLEM IN 
MASSACHUSETTS.*

State Commissioner of Public Health. 


I ree the loss has been all mine that I have 
not been here the entire day. Miss Billings re- 
ferred to those times a number-of years back 
when we used to have meetings every month. 
I think we should revive them now. I am sure 
that if Miss Billings, Dr. Remick, and Mr. Spen- 
cer will get together, and if there is a desire on 
the part of the others, that meetings ean be ar- 
ranged next fall, or even during the spring, to 
be held jointly by Boston, state, and local or- 
ganizations, at such intervals as seem best. 

It might, perhaps, be well to bring to you cer- 
tain phases of the tuberculosis problem in this 
State. I suppose that the tuberculosis problem 
in Massachusetts is very different from what it 
is in other states. I remember having quite a 
discussion with a gentleman from Wisconsin 
who said, ‘‘It is a splendid piece of work you are

doing in Massachusetts, but the problem is so 
different from what we have had in Wisconsin 
that it is no use taking it as a model for our 
ease.’’ 

It is a peculiar fact that we are an excessively 
urbanized Commonwealth. One is apt to over- 
look this. In our whole 4,000,000 population 
the census bureau credits only 100,000 as farm- 
ers. You see what an insignificant proportion 
this is as compared to other states which have 
about 50 per cent. rural population. It is a 
problem of city conditions. I think there are 
14 cities that are now between 50,000 and 
100,000 in population, and 10, 11, or 12 between 
40,000 and 50,000, and eight or nine, 100,000 
and upward. We must realize that the tuber- 
culosis problem is of the city, but the state and 
city have had to help handle the problem in 
the small community. If we have given a large 
amount of attention to the small towns’ prob- 
lems of late years, it was because they were neg- 
lected in earlier years. 

There are three matters, two of which are 
very closely connected with the work of the 
nurses, and in all of which a nurse takes an in- 
terest and tries to keep posted. These are: 

First.—Early reporting of cases. 

Second.—Bovine tuberculosis eradication. 

Third—General policy of tuberculosis dis- 
pensary work. 

Reports should be early, to be efficiently acted 
upon. I would suggest that we keep in mind, 
all the time, what this really means. 

We have invested as a State at the present 
time $1,000,000 in permanent tuberculosis in- 
stitutions. It is costing us $1,000,000 a year 
to maintain this property. We have a larger 
amount invested in the county institutions, 
nearly $3,000,000, and a large amount in the 
city institutions—a total of $6,000,000. 

It is upon the public health nurse and the 
physician, more than anybody else, that the 
moral obligation rests to see that there is a 
good return from the money invested in these 
institutions. The degree of benefit that comes 
back in human happiness and efficiency, which 
means ability to carry a family along, the de- 
gree to which that can be brought about is in 
direct ratio to the handling of these cases, their 
early reporting, and seeing that they are rec- 
ommended to the proper institutions. 

There is a large gap between the numbers 
now eligible for classification as incipient, sec- 
ond-stage, and third-stage cases of the disease 
after admission to sanatoria, and the condition 
they ought to be in when brought to the insti- 
tution. Everything is tied up in the early diag- 
nosis and reporting. This has been harped upon 
until we are weary, but we cannot get down to 
our real tuberculosis. question until this gap is 
eliminated.

There are 50 or 60 towns that have applica- 
tions before the department asking for such 
elinies to be held. There are 3000 children 
who are waiting to be examined. These are 
children, many of whom may be reasonably ex- 
pected to have tuberculosis. They are below 
the standard in height and weight, or have been 
directly exposed to adult members of a family 
having the disease, together with those who pre- 
sent the appearance of serious malnutrition or 
repeated susceptibility to bronchial disturb- 
ances, Just think of it! There are 3000 of 
these children who are waiting until we can get 
around to take care of them! The Legislature 
has recognized the good of this work by having 
two more members added to the staff, and they 
will be taken on just as soon as we can get 
them. 

General Follow-up System.—One of the se- 
rious questions of tuberculosis work which 
again is of great interest to nurses is the ques- 
tion of follow-up systems. The department has 
been working on this for a number of years, and 
has finally worked out a follow-up system not 
too complicated and which does not interfere 
too much with the consumptive’s private af- 
fairs, but which at the same time will enable the 
State to keep a close sympathetic supervision 
over their progress. 

This type of service is, of course, carried out 
as to details by the nursing force of the local 
departments of health plus the nurses of the 
Tuberculosis League, and the great amount of 
volunteer work with reference to follow-up 
which is contributed by the various nursing 
associations. The whole system is generally 
supervised by the nurses of the State Depart- 
ment of Public Health. We are about to still 
further stimulate this follow-up work by ap- 
pointing a supervising nurse, who will work 
directly under the director of the Division of 
Tuberculosis of the Department of Public 
Health. We now have on record in the neigh- 
borhood of 30,000 eases, both active and dis- 
charged as arrested or quiescent cases of tuber- 
culosis, and it is impossible to overestimate the 
value of follow-up work with this group of 
individuals. 

I think we have made a good demonstration 
of what we said could be done. More facilities 
have been provided and follow-up work fur- 
thered. I don’t think it unreasonable to try to 
look ahead 25 to 40 years, for that is not very 
long in the life of a community. If we can 
make tuberculosis almost as relatively infre- 
quent as typhoid is today, we can feel that we 
have accomplished a great deal. Typhoid used

Book Review. 


Haematology im General Practice. By A. 
Knyverr Gorpon. New York: William Wood 
& Co. 1923. Pp. 100 and 8 plates. Price, 
$1.75 net. 


The title ‘‘ Haematology in General Practice’’ 
and the size of the volume are appealing, owing 
to the distinct need for such a book. The con- 
tents are most disappointing and cannot be 
recommended as a guide to the general prac- 
titioner, for whom this British author intended 
its use. 


The one colored plate is poor and shows blood- 
cells that are rather diagrammatic. 


_ Peculiar stress is placed on the value of treat- 
ing certain patients with anemia by vaccines 
and the use of the leucocyte formula in the 
diagnosis of the type of bacterial infection. 

A long list of subjects is omitted. For ex- 
ample, no mention is made of ‘‘ Hemorrhagic 
Diseases’’ and conditions, nor of the tests that 
are of value in studying them. It would be 
pertinent to refer at least to some of these omit- 
ted topics. To do so would require no addi- 
tional space if the ingomplete personal case 
observations were excluded. 


The author appears to be unacquainted with 
much of the recent literature as statements 
appear that do not conform with those of many 
authorities. For instance, on page 54, in refer- 
ring to chronic myeloid leukemia, he considers 
that roentgen ray treatment increases the pro- 
portion of primitive cells, a finding quite con- 
trary to that of all those considered authorities 
on leukemia.

The annual meeting of this Society was held 
at the Harvard Medical School, June 20, 1923, |

There were over one hundred members pres- 


ent. This large attendance is probably a ree- 
ord for numbers. In the Seeretary’s report Dr. 
Rackemann gave a synopsis of the previous 
meetings, bringing out the preliminary steps 
taken relating to the building of a dormitory 
for students of the Medical School, as set forth 
in the report of the committee appointed to con- 


‘sider this project, the details of which may be 


found in Vol. xxv, No. 34, of the Bulletin. 
The report of the Treasurer showed a balance 
of $500.24 on hand, a gain of about one hun- 
dred dollars over the receipts of last year. 
The reports of these officers were accepted. 
The retiring members of the Council, Dr. Ho- 
mer Gage, Dr. William R. Ohler and Dr. John 
M. Birnie, were reélected. 
Dr. David L. Edsall, Dean of the School, gave 
a very interesting explanation of the conditions 
of the present time, informing the members that

Mr, James C. White, who is in the graduating 
elass of the Medical School, gave an interesting 
statement of the attitude of the students. He 
brought out very clearly-that many men com- 
ing from universities miss the atmosphere 
and influence of university life and that some 
depart after having secured the Harvard de- 
gree without any strong feeling of affection for 
the School because of the lack of close associa- 
tion with their fellows and teachers outside of 
class work, although recognizing the quality of 
instruction given. 

In introducing the speakers, Dr. Joslin kept 
the attention of the Alumni on the subject un- 
der discussion by appropriate references to the 
various problems involved in the project, and 
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cited an instance of the ready promise of a gift 
of one thousand dollars by a person who regard- 
ed the opportunity as a privilege. 

Subsequent to the addresses it was voted 
unanimously that the president be and that he 
is hereby authorized and empowered to appoint 
a committee that shall take this project in 
charge and carry it through to completion. 

During the luncheon which followed the 
meeting there was much informal discussion of 
the plan outlined by the speakers and there 
were very enthusiastic expressions of approval. 
Some suggested that the building should be 
made larger than proposed, for it was feared 
that two hundred beds would not meet the needs 
of the students in the Medical School. 

Dr. F. C. Shattuck expressed his warm ap- 
proval of the plan and called to mind the ad- 
dress of Dr. J. C. Warren, delivered when he 
was President of the Association, in which the 
wisdom and necessity of providing a dormitory 
was stressed, and he hoped that the Association 
would give Dr. Warren the great pleasure of 
seeing his proposition put into effect at the 
earliest possible time. 

Dr. Joslin expressed the hope that the 
amount of money required would be subscribed 
before January 1, 1924. All members of the 
Alumni Association should plan to make the 
work of the committee immediately and impres- 
sively successful. As soon as the appeal is sent 
forth let every member be ready with a response 
that will be encouraging. 


HEALTH OF WOMEN IN INDUSTRY. 


Study of the health of the industrial women 
as a whole has not progressed far enough to 
warrant much generalizing, says the U. 8. Pub- 
lic Health Service. The effects on women’s 
health of certain industries have, however, been 
studied. In 1907 the Massachusetts State Board 
of Health studied the health of the laundresses 
in the State. In 1915 the U. S. Public Health 
Service studied that of the garment workers in 
New York city and in 1916 that of the laun- 
dresses in Cincinnati. In 1914-15 the Metro- 
politan Life Insurance Company studied that 
of the school teachers in New York city. For 
several years Dr. Clara P. Seippel, assistant 
city physician of Chicago, has studied the 
health of the women workers in that city. For 
a year and more the U. S. Public Health Serv- 
ice has studied the health of Government em- 
ployees, chiefly women. 

The garment workers were found to be suf- 
fering chiefly from constipation, dysmenor- 
rhea (painful menstruation), and respiratory 
diseases (chiefly affections of the nose and 
throat). Ninety-six per cent. of these women, 
however, were immigrants; and the conditions 
prevailing in the sweat-shops at that time were 


Laundry workers in both Cincinnati and 
Massachusetts cities were found to be less sub- 
ject to infectious diseases than most other in- 
dustrial employees; but in this investigation no 
account was taken of ordinary complaints. 
School teachers in New York were found 
(disregarding influenza) to suffer chiefly from 
respiratory diseases (more than half of them 
tonsillitis) ; from nervous disorders; and in less 
degree from rheumatism, diarrhea, and genital 
trouble (probably dysmenorrhea). Data ob- 
tained by Dr. Seippel from the medical depart- 
ments of the large industrial establishments of 
Chicago specified headache, dysmenorrhea, and 
‘‘in winter a good many colds.”’ 

The U. 8. Publie Health records name head- 
aches, dysmenorrhea, digestive disorders, and 
nervous complaints in Bureaus in which the 
women were chiefly industrial workers. 
Headaches, of course, mean little; they may 
result from eyestrain, overeating, bad ventila- 
tion, nervous strain, constipation, diseased ton- 
sils, decayed teeth, fatigue poisoning, and a 
dozen other causes. 

Reports of respiratory diseases indicate that 
women, and particularly young women, are 
more subject to colds than men. However, this 
is not significant, for investigations now in 
progress by the Public Health Service seem to 
indicate that the sickness rate of industrial 
women, as indicated by illnesses causing absence 
from work for one full day or longer, is prob- 
ably fifty per cent. greater than that of men. 

Dysmenorrhea is one of the commonest com- 
plaints of working women as it probably is of 
all women. And yet it may not figure in the 
reports as heavily as it should, for, according 
to Seippel, many industrial medical depart- 
ments fail to record cases of it in which they 
can relieve suffering and keep the girls at work. 

Dysmenorrhea that is severe enough to keep 
a woman at home is apparently common among 
office workers, but is less so among factory work- 
ers. Later investigations may show that the dif- 
ference is not general, but is due to special con- 
ditions in the comparatively few industries 
from which data have been obtained. 

Constipation is a common complaint in all 
walks of life and may or may not be more com- 
mon with working women than with others. 
However, one industrial cause that has to do 
with it is the condition of women’s toilets. 

In some localities these fall far behind the 
standards prescribed by law and well enforced 
in most of the greater industrial States. This 
is especially true, says Seippel, in regard to 
buildings constructed for other purposes and 
later converted into factories. In many of these 
the toilets are in themselves objectionable or are 
so distant that women suffer for hours before 
visiting them and consequently in time develop 
highly nervous temperaments and suffer from 
sick headaches, constipation, and piles.

SNEEZE GAS. 


General Fries, of the Chemical Warfare Serv- 
ice, has stated that there has been a marked in- 
crease in the number of accidental deaths due 
to the more common use of small gas heaters that 
have no flue connections. In an article in The 
Nation’s Health General Fries advoeates incor- 
porating into illuminating gas a sneeze gas 
which weuld make a would-be suicide by gas in- 
halation sneeze himself back to life and prevent 
accidental asphyxiation and carbon monoxide 
poisoning in many eases. 

No objection can be made to this use of the 
sneeze gas, for when the illuminating gas is 
burned, the sneeze gas is converted into a harm- 
less product. 


CONSERVATION OF VISION. 


The National Committee for the Prevention of 
Blindness reports that two new classes for con- 
servation of vision have been opened during the 
year, one in East Boston and one in Somerville, 
making 20 classes in the State. There are 261 
children enrolled. Large-type text-books have 
been supplied to 28 children in ordinary grade 
schools.

DUTY. 


Dr. Blanche N. Epler, residing at Hatteras, 
N. C., has been appointed by the -U. S. Pub- 


nish professional services to Coast Guard sta- 
tions Nos. 181-185 inclusive. 

Dr. Epler is engaged in private practice 
among the inhabitants of this somewhat isolated 
and exposed region. She will be prepared to 
respond at any time, day or night, to calls aris- 
ing out of any serious accidents happening to 
Coast Guardsmen in the course of their ardu- 
ous tasks. She will also conduct the visual and 
other physical examinations of applicants for 
admission to the Coast Guard service at the sta- 
tions under her medical supervision. 


Dr. Epler was chosen for the work after she 
had proved that she was fitted to meet the re- 
quirements of the post and had been reecom- 
mended for the duty by the local District Su- 
perintendent of the Coast Guard.

AMERICAN RED CROSS. 


Athens, (By Mail)—That among the medical 
profession in many parts of Greece there is a 
determination that the American Red Cross shall 
not use its funds to pay salaries of Greek doc. 
tors is revealed in numerous reports to head- 
quarters here of Colonel William N. Haskell, 
American Red Cross Commissioner. 

This feeling brings with it a real financial 
sacrifice in many cases, as in small communities 
with a high ratio of refugees, the doctor’s re- 
muneration from his regular practice is small, 


while the amount of time demanded by the ref- ° 


ugees reduces even that sum. 

Today’s mail brought typical proofs of this 
spirit. One letter from Volo, in which district 
there are 52,000 refugees, announced that Dr. 
N. Tsoukas, who had formerly worked with Red 
Cross nurses in Athens, had refused to aecept 
any salary for his work at a child welfare sta. 
tion and that his assistant had done likewise, 
Another told of a refugee physician on the is- 
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land of Chios taking responsibility for the work 
of a small clinic at a little town on that island. 

Other letters told how doctors in tiny vil- 
lages maintain clinics, and often pharmacies, 
in their own homes so that the refugees may not 
suffer delay when in need of medical atten- 
tion. As one letter stated: ‘‘The pharmacy 
consisted of a stock of drugs on three shelves 
in the doctor’s home.”’ 


The importance of such codperation is great, | 
especially when work of this type often brings, 


to light eases of epidemic diseases in time to 
isolate them before the community is endan- 
gered.

IN MEMORIAM. 


We, the members of the Boston Society of 
Psychiatry and Neurology, assembled in regu- 
lar meeting, lament the sudden removal by 
death of Dr. Herbert Burr Howard, on March 
6, 1923, and with unwonted sadness we feel his 
absence from the accustomed place amongst us. 

Our deepest sympathy reaches out to the sor- 
rowing family in their loneliness: With them 
we cherish the memory and achievements of his 
noble life, and with the community and the 
State we realize the irreparable loss sustained 
by the public service which he honored. 

Dr. Howard’s connection with this society 
dates back to the early days: He served as its 
honored president, and we are proud of his serv- 
ices as physician, as hospital superintendent, 
and in the many positions of honor that he filled, 
and especially for his many activities in rela- 
tion to matters for which this society stands. 

We realize that throughout his career, deal- 
ing mostly with general hospital problems, he 
was voluntarily concerned in all matters relat- 
ing to the mentally ill, and rendered invaluable 
and pioneer service in framing the laws and in 
the upbuilding of institutions for their care. 

He filled the important positions of superin- 
tendent of the State Infirmary, the Massachu- 
setts. General Hospital, and the Peter Bent 
Brigham Hospital, which he planned. 

He was an influential member and for a num- 
ber of years chairman of the State Board of 
Insanity, chairman of the Board of Trustees of 
the Gardner State Colony, president of the Na- 


tional Hospital. Association, and chairman of, 
the Hospital Section of the American Medical Carolina, at Charleston. 


Association. He held membership in various 
medical societies. 

Through the many years we have felt the in- 
fluence of his ideals, the warmth of his fellow- 
ship, the wisdom of his counsel, and the depth 
of his interest in psychiatry. The members of 
this society, many of whom are no longer with 
us, were his most intimate friends and have 
prized his friendship, the honesty and strength 
of his convictions and his rugged good humor, 
along with the refining qualities of his kindly 
nature, whose most cherished purpose was to 
help those who were in distress. 

We would make these sentiments a part of 
our permanent records and transmit copies to 
the members of the bereaved family.

LONDON LETTER. 
(From our own Correspondent. ) 
LONDON, May 25, 1923. 

ONE HUNDRED AND FIFTIETIL ANNIVERSARY OF THE 
MEDICAL Society oF LoNvON.—The Medical Society of 
London, the oldest medical society of Great Britain. 
with one exception, has been in existence for 150 
years. On the evening of May 16 the Society cele- 
brated this event by a dinner at the Hyde Park 
Hotel, at which the Prince of Wales was the guest. 
Lord Dawson of Renn, President of the Society, was 
in the chair, and was supported by Mr. Lloyd George, 
M.P., Lord Hewart, the Lord Chief Justice; Mr. 
Neville Chamberlain, the Minister of Public Health; 
most of the leaders of the medical profession in Lon- 
don, several well-known medical men from Scotland, 
Wales and the Provinces, and many distinguished 
members of the other learned professions. 

The Prince of Wales, in replying to the toast of his 
health, proposed by the President, said, in part, that 
he wished to pay a special tribute to the general prac- 
titioner. Ile was a very devoted, and sometimes un- 
recognized friend to the community. On him, in the 
long run, the health and well-being of the community 
depended, and in his hands to a great extent the honor 
of the profession as a whole rested, for to the ma- 
jority of the people he was the only representative of 
it with whom they came in contact. We all owed 
the general practitioner a big debt of gratitude. 
Among the company present was Dr. George of Bos- 
ton, and in referring to America the Prince said we 
owed a great deal to America. He was talking about 
medicine, not money. The Prince made an eloquent 
plea for the hospitals. 

Mr. Lloyd George made a witty speech, pointing 
out the advance of medical science and surgery, and 
referred in terms of the highest praise to the progress 
made in preventive medicine, and drew attention to 
the fact that the great business men of the world 
knew that it was better to pay the doctor for telling 
how to keep from getting ill than to pay him for get- 
ting people well. In sanitation, in water, in food, 
and, above all, in the housing of the people, medical 
science had done much for the people. 

_ Lord Dawson, in responding, said that there was 
no doubt that the Medical Society of London occupied 
a prominent place in medical life at the end of the 
eighteenth century. <A study of its proceedings in 
those early days made one realize the advance there 
had been in 150 years. They were concerned for the 
most part with surface phenomena, and had not yet 
penetrated into causes. The gauge of their search 
was too small, the horizon too narrow. The key 
positions had not then been conquered, for Darwin, 
Pasteur, Virchow, Koch and Lister had not lived. 
The greater the honor, then, to such brilliant discov- 
erers as Edward Jenner, who won victory over small- 
pox in single combat. In the later nineteenth cen- 
tury the history of the Society was a part of that 
progress in discovery. From the year 1786 a strong 
President guided the destinies of the Society for many 
years, and then there arose internal difficulties, and 
a block of members seceded, and formed a new so- 
ciety, the Medico-Chirurgical, which had now become 
a part of that strong sister foundation, the Royal 
Society of Medicine. Both societies were strong today, 
had the true vision of medicine. and were helping in 
its fulfilment. The watchwords of that fulfilment 
were discovery, humanism, statesmanship. The 
speaker made a strong appeal for more generous 
treatment of research workers, and perhaps, especial- 
ly for those whose researches yielded negative results. 
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| vheir footsteps were the pathway to victory. The 


battle belonged at the moment exclusively to discoy- 
iery. If continued, it would be won, but an army 
| needed supplies. New efforts well conceived were 
| Seservang of support. But there should be co-opera- 
tion along the line, and not detached local attacks. 

The gist of the speech was the glorification of pre- 
ventive medicine, and the prediction that in the future 
its advance would be even more rapid. 

The founder, or the moving spirit in the founda- 
tion of the Medical Society of London, John Coakley 
Lettsom, was a remarkable man, and epitomized in 
his practice the medical practice of the day. Sir St. 
Clair Thomson, who was President of the Medical 
Society of London some few years ago, chose as the 
subject of the presidential address the life and career 
of Dr. Lettsom, and the founding of the Society. Sir 
St. Clair Thomson is almost as well known for his 
literary gifts as for his knowledge and skill as a 
laryngologist, and was peculiarly well equipped to 
describe the carcer of Lettsom. , Also, somewhat curi- 
ous to relate, Tuomson, allowing for the difference 
of time, underwent a training for the medical pro- 
fession similar in many respects to that of Lettsom. 
The founder of the Society at the age of fifteen was 
apprenticed to a country practitioner for five years. 
Thomson was a pupil of a country practitioner for 
two years. The duties cf the old-time medical ap- 
prentice were many and various. He was dispenser, 
bottle-washer, book-keeper, and at the same time was 
trained or trained himself in the elements of medicine 
and surgery. In New England 150 years ago econdi- 
tions as far as medical training was concerned were 
probably very much alike to those in old England. 
The medical apprentice “tried his prentice hand” at 
about everything that came in the way of country 
practice, and in those days when travel was difficult 
and hospitals were few and far between, he was 
called upon to treat cases, both medical and surgical. 
He learned by dire experience, and his patients often 
suffered from the same cause. Le was dentist; he 
treated minor injuries, and not infrequently major 
injuries, including the “setting” of fractures, sewing 
wounds, and so on. He attended confinements, was 
at his work from morning to night, and sometimes 
during the night. If he were apt and diligent, he 
absorbed much knowledge in an eminently practical 
manner. Of course, in those days, he bled and sweat- 
ed and physicked his patients most unmercifully; and 
Lettsom carried on the form of treatment con amore 
to the end of his days. In country districts and also 
in towns. when Lettsom practised, bleeding, sweating 
and administering strong coarse purgatives in those 
times of gross eating and heavy drinking was, in per- 
haps the majority of cases, Guite appropriate tveat- 
ment. But practitioners did not discriminate. They 
‘avored none who came to them for advice, but boldly 
cupped and physicked the young and the old, the fat 
and the thin with the same zestful enthusiasm. It 
was the ease of the survival of the fittest. The 
drastic treatment did the strong no harm, some of 
them it benefited, and it killed the tuberculous and 
weak. It may be said of Lettsom that he was a firm 
veliever in the treatment he meted out to others, for 
although a thin, abstemious man, a Quaker, by the 
way, when he suffered from fever or any other ail- 
ment, he bled himself profusely, blistered himself and 
took purgatives—purges, they were called then—of 
the strongest. He was absolutely a self-made man, 
und of prodigious industry. He made money from 
the time he settled in the city of London, and it was 
said that during the whole of his career he seldom 
made less than £5,000 ($25,000) a year, and some- 
times as much as £10,000 ($50,000). Lettsom was also 
by way of being a literary man; he wrote books, 
pamphlets and articles, on medical, philanthropic and 
iibliographic matters. In spite of his immense prac- 
tice he found the time to go into society, and he knew 
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most of the celebrated people of his own country, and 
many of those of other countries. He was a great 
friend of Dr. Rush, met and corresponded with Gen- 
eral George Washington, Benjamin Franklin, and | 
many other American celebrities. In fact, he was 
almost as well known in America as in Great Britain, 
and most medical students who came from your coun- 
try to study in London brought with them introduc- 
tions to Lettsom. He was profusely generous, publicly 
and privately. and his hospitality knew no bounds. 
It was through his initiative that the Medical Society 
of London was established, and it was housed for 
many years in a house off Fleet street, in Lettsom’s 
time the LTiarley street of London, given by him. In 
1850 the Society moved west and its headquarters are 
now in Chandos Street, leading from Cavendish 
Square—a building which few American medical men 
who come to London fail to visit. Jenner was a 
friend of Lettsom, but not a founder of the Society, 
although he is one of the figures represented in Med- 
ley’s painting of the founders, hung in the room at 
11 Chandos Street in which meetings of the Society 
are held. Jenner was introduced into the painting 
after it had been completed. The Society still main- 
tains a high position and its fellowship includes many 
of the most illustrious names in British medicine 
Jenner, John Gay, Andrew Clarke, Broadbent, Hugh- 
lings Jackson, Jonathan IIutchinson, Lander Brunton, 
and Ferrier. 

THe Future or Ilosprrars.—Sir Squire Sprigge the 
editor of the Lancet, has contributed recently two arti- 
eles on the future of the voluntary hospitals to the 
Sunday Times. These articles put the situation very 
clearly and point out that at the present moment the 
difliculties ahead of the Ministry of Health in dealing 
with the hospitals are not solved, and everyone 
knows that they are unsolvable unless order can be 
established. However. the writer believes firmly in 
the essential soundness of the yoluntary system, and 
hopes and feels that modification and extension of 
financial methods may yet preserve it as far the 
best as well as the most economical method of ad- 
ministering to the sick. Moreover, the editor of the 
Lancet holds that municipalization is unnecessary, if 
well conceived and efficiently carried out measures 
to place the hospitals in good working order and on 
a satisfactory financial hasis are adopted. The most 
pressing problem is to find the money, and the steps 
talen in this direction have been most encouraging. 
For instance, payment by patients—a system which 
has been introduced into most large hospitals—has 
been successful and can be greatly widened in scope. 
~etter organization of and codperation between the 
hospitals in the purchase of stores and so on is com- 
ing into vogue, and it may be said that while the hos- 
pital problem has not heen solved, it seems that its 
solution is in sight without having resort to nation- 
alization or municipalization. either of which, if they 
came into effect. would radically change the character 
of hospital service. 

OPENING OF THE NEW WING FOR MEDICINE AT UNI- 
VERSItY CoLLEGE Hosprrar.—On Thursday, May 31. 
the new building for anatomy at University College 
Hospital was opened by the King. This building is 
the third installment of the scheme inaugurated in 
1907 for an Institute of Medical Sciences, including 
anatomy, physiology, and pharmacology. The phys- 
iology building was completed in 1909, the pharma- 
cology building was added in 1912 through the gen- 
erosity of Andrew Carnegie, and now, in 1923, through 
the munificence of the Rockefeller Foundation, the 
whole plan is completed by this splendid anatomical 
building. The total gift of the Rockefeller Foundation 
is £1,205,000 ($11,025,000) and with long-sighted 
prudence, the gift includes funds for the mainte- 
nance and equipment of the buildings at hospital and 
college from the teaching standpoint. However, the 
Rockefeller Foundation does not provide funds for

($100,000) a year. It may be pointed out that the 
beneficiaries are, in the long run, not merely London 
and hospital authorities, but the sick poor of the 
metropolis, who will have the advantage of the finest 
and most up-to-date lying-in hospital in London and 
of the additional beds for the medical and surgical 
units.

SHORT COURSES FOR DOCTORS AND NURSES 
IN THE TREATMENT OF DIABETES WITH 
INSULIN. 


The New England Deaconess Hospital has re- 
cently received a gift of $10,000 from Mr. John D. 
Rockefeller, Jr., to be expended along the following 
lines: (1) To increase the number of free-ward pa- 
tients who may be treated with insulin, and (2) to 
teach physicians in general practice the proper meth- 
od of employing insulin in the treatment of diabetes. 

After deliberation it has seemed best that the dis- 
tribution of insulin should take place not only 
through one hospital, but through several  hos- 
pitals. In this way needy patients and emergency 
cases at the hospitals can be provided for. The 
Superintendents of the Boston City Hospital, the 
Massachusetts General Hospital, and the Peter Bent 
Brigham Hospital have all approved of this arrange- 
ment, and certain quantities of insulin will be placed 
at their disposal,—at the Boston City Hospital under 
the general supervision of Dr. Robert C, Cochrane, 
at the Massachusetts General Hospital under the 
general supervision of Dr. F. Gorham Brigham, and 
at the Peter Bent Brigham Hospital under the gen- 
eral supervision of Dr. Reginald Fitz, 

In order to carry out the second provision of Mr. 
Rockefeller’s gift, short courses on diabetes, espe- 
cially with reference to insulin, are offered by the 
staff of the New England Deaconess Hospital, and by 
Dr. Reginald Fitz at the Peter Bent Brigham Hos- 
pital. 

The courses for doctors take place Tuesdays, Wed- 
nesdays, Thursdays, and Fridays, beginning at 10 
o’clock in the morning. On Tuesdays and Fridays 
Dr. Joslin will continue his regular talks to diabetic 
patients, doctors, and nurses; on Wednesdays Dr. 
Fitz will give the course already announced at the 
Peter Bent Brigham Hospital, and on Thursdays Dr. 
Brigham will give the course at the New England 
Deaconess Hospital. The morning exercises will be 
between 10 and 12 o’clock and are often supplemented 
by practical demonstrations by the nurses. At 2 
o'clock on the above days at the New England Dea- 
coness Hospital the nurses in charge of the diabetic 
patients will give demonstrations in diabetic diets and 
will conduct diabetic classes, to which doctors and 
nurses are invited. At about 3 o’clock Dr. Root and 
Dr. Sisco at the New England Deaconess Hospital, 
with the help of others working in the laboratory, 
will give practical demonstrations in diabetic chem- 
istry. 

Short courses in the treatment of diabetes with 
and without insulin are also offered for nurses at the 
New England Deaconess Hospital, and will last for a 
month or, under certain circumstances, a shorter 
time. Nurses taking the course will be assigned 
work and be expected to work with diabetic cases, 
They will be taught the routine laboratory tests ad- 
vantageous to diabetic nurses and will be given time 
to attend all lectures. Four nurses can be accepted 
in July. Nurses or dietitians desiring such a course 
should apply to the Superintendent of the New Eng- 
land Deaconess Hospital, enclosing in their applica- 
tion a statement as to their previous training. 

Through the gift of a sum of money from the John 
Chatillon Company of New York City, the New Eng- 
land Deaconess Hospital has secured the promise of 
1000 John Chatillon 500-gram scales. By the terms 
of this gift these scales are hereby offered. one each, 
to 100 hospitals and doctors in Massachusetts at $5.50 
instead of at the retail price of $10. Should appli- 
cations for all of these scales not be received by 
August 1, they will be distributed to diabetic patients 
at the same price. There will probably be consider- 
able delay in the manufacture of these scales, as the 
contract was closed only June 11.
